THE OLD FIFTH STREET SCHOOL. 



AT a meeting of the Board of Trustees of the Old 
Public School Society, held on September 24, 
1833, a committee of Ave, consisting of Charles Oak- 
ley, James Heard, B. S. CoUins, B. L. Swan, and J. 
N. WeUs, was appointed to select locations for new 
schools. At the meeting in October, William W. Fox 
was added to the number, and they were directed to 
select a location near the Dry Dock. In 1834, the 
same committee continued to act, and on February 
6, 1835, they reported progress, and were authorized 
to purchase lots in that part of the city. At a special 
meeting in School No. 5, they again reported prog- 
ress, and on May 1st, a diversity of opinion respect- 
ing the location having retarded the action of the 
committee, the chairman submitted a report in favor 
of a site in Fifth street, and recommending the pur- 
chase of the lots selected at the price of $1500 each. 
The board adopted the chairman's report. 
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The negotiations for the purchase were interrupted 
for some time, and the lots were sold at auction for 
$1700 each. The purchaser held them at $2000, and 
on November 6th the chairman of the committee 
reported the facts, requesting final instructions. The 
board directed the purchase, and on May 6, 1836, it 
was reported as having been made. On August 5th, 
the property committee were authorized to erect a 
building. 

On August 4, 1837, the committee reported hav- 
ing made contracts with James Russell, carpenter, 
and Lorenzo Moses, mason, and that the building 
was commenced. The house was completed and 
opened with appropriate exercises, on April 27, 1838, 
Charles Oakley, J. B. Collins, H. W. Field, and S. W. 
Seton being the committee of arrangements. Hon. 
Cornelius W. Lawrence, mayor of the city, was 
present, and with Isaac L. Varian and James I. 
Roosevelt, Jr., addressed the audience. 

The school was organized on May 7, 1838, with 84 
boys, 72 girls, and 233 boys and girls in the primary 
department. During the first quarter the number 
increased to 270 boys, 181 girls, and in the primary, 
236 boys and 215 girls. The average attendance 
was 166 boys, 115 girls, and in the primary, 264 boys 
and 223 girls. 

The section or trustees appointed for No. 16, as 
the school was named, consisted of George T. Trimble, 
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Samuel Demilt, William Smith, James H. Blaisdell, 
Joseph Washburn, Meigs D. Benjamin, and Peter 
Stuyvesant; and in 1839 Joseph Curtis was added 
and remained until 1847, when he was transferred to 
School No. 6. 

The first principal was Abraham K. Van Vleck, 
who continued as such until his death in March, 
1850. He was succeeded by N. P. Beers, who was 
an assistant monitor in Public School No. 7 as far 
back as 1837, and was engaged in teaching there 
when called to the "principalship of Public School 
No. 16. In the following table will be found the 
names of pupils who attended Fifth street School 
while it was known as Public School No. 16. These 
names have been copied from old registers of the 
school. The names of those who reside in New York 
and Brooklyn are given as far as could be obtained, 
while the names of a large number will be found who 
have joined the great majority. 

Who softly lie, and sweetly sleep 
Low in the ground. 

Where there are no remarks following the names, 
it may be taken as an indication that the where- 
abouts of those pupils could not be found or were 
received too late for publication. The object of giv- 
ing the name of the city only in which such of the 
old boys reside, or are engaged in business, is to grat- 
ify the curiosity of those who desire to ascertain the 
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whereabouts of their old schoolmates. By consult- 
ing the directories of New- York, Brooklyn, and other 
cities, the street and number of the locality in which 
the old boys hold forth will be found in almost every 
case, and an opportunity afforded to open correspon- 
dence and renew old acquaintance. The names of 
those of the old boys who served their country in her 
hour of danger will be found preceded by a star (*), 
but many names of those who took part in defend- 
ing their country's flag wiU not be so distinguished, 
owing to the difficulty of obtaining that necessary 
and highly important information. 

An examination of the old school registers shows 
that many names have been repeated several times. 
In the following table the name will be found under 
the year that the name first appeared on the rolls. 

The task of arranging the lists and acquiring the 
information desired was begun under many disheart- 
ening circumstances, so much so that time and again 
the compiler was on the point of throwing up the 
task in despair, until encouraged and sustained by 
the good-will and activity of many of the old pupils 
in accomplishing the object that lay so near to their 
hearts ; and while the information here given is not 
as perfect as might be desired, it will nevertheless be 
found interesting and instructive. In the list of 
names found under the heading 1838 are those who 
began their career as pupils in that year, which was 
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the first year of the school's existence. Following is 
the year 1839, and continuing up to and including 
1853, the year in which the control of the school 
passed out of the hands of the Old Public School Soci- 
ety into the hands of the ward trustees. It is to be 
regretted that many of the old rolls are missing, 
which may explain the absence of many names which 
will doubtless be anxiously looked for. After the 
year 1853 lists containing names of pupils who at- 
tended the school from 1854 until 1886 will be found; 
but during that period of thirty-two years hundreds 
of names will be found missing, owing to the fact 
that a large number of the old rolls are lost or other- 
wise missing, notably so those of 1861 to 1869, and 
even later. A great deal of interesting information 
is given about this long period, and these facts were 
obtained by the efforts of the old pupils themselves, 
to whose zeal and energy what might otherwise have 
been an unpleasant task was made a comparatively 
easy one. Following the lists of names will be found 
a brief history of the old Fifth Street School Associ- 
ation. 

THE TEACHERS. 

The teachers during Mr. Van Vleck's administration 
were George Evans, John J. Doane, Peleg A. Spencer, 
Edward Bush, James J. McCoy, John J. Watkins, 
Jerome A. Eisenlord, James Divine, L. Y. Wiggins, 
Patrick McGregor, and William H. Woglom.- Wat- 
kins was senior monitor in 1838, and after leaving the 
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school went to Michigan. Doane was a monitor in 
1838, and afterward principal of a school. He was 
afterward elected Register of this city, and was an 
efficient and honest official. He died April 15, 1887. 
McGregor, a man of fine presence and noble char- 
acter, was afterward principal of a private school 
on the Hudson. He was a man of great ability, — 
author, lawyer, and journalist., Evans was a teacher 
in 1838 and continued as such several years. He 
died over thirty years ago. Wiggins became a 
druggist. Spencer was a teacher from 1843 to 1847, 
when he became superintendent of the House of 
Refuge. He died a few years ago. Woglom suc- 
ceeded Spencer in 1847, and resigned in November, 
1848. He began as a monitor, at a salary of fifty 
dollars a year. After leaving school he began busi- 
ness as a stationer at 238 Greenwich street, where he 
is at present. Eisenlord died while a teacher in 
another school. Bush is principal of Public School 
No. 18, in Brooklyn, and Mr. McCoy is now vice-prin- 
cipal of Grammar School No. 15. 

During the long illness preceding the death of Mr. 
Van Vleck, and for a short period after, Mr. Divine, 
an able teacher, performed the duti^ of principal. 
At the death of Mr. Van Vleck it was universally 
believed that Divine would succeed him as principal. 
The position was promised him j but, to the astonish- 
ment and regret of the best friends of the school, the 
school officials saw fit to appoint another. Divine 
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took his disappointment to heart, resigned, and died 
a few years after, fully convinced that he had been a 
victim of treachery and ingratitude. 

Of all the teachers of old 16, few are better remem- 
bered than William H. Woglom. He was a graduate 
of the school, and one of the strictest disciplinarians 
ever known in a New- York public school, and a man 
of spotless integrity. In those days the rod was of 
great service, and no one knew its value as a peace- 
maker better than Billy Woglom. 

Among the pupils in Woglom's time was a boy 
named John Eddy, a whole-souled youth, but fond of 
mischief, which often caused himself and his instruc- 
tors trouble. Eddy had powerful friends among the 
school oflBicials, and for this reason escaped punish- 
ment for his many infractions of the rules. This 
made Eddy bolder, and it became a question who 
was the real master of the school. 

At length it was determined to punish Eddy and 
bring him to terms, and this Woglom advised Van 
Vleck to do. 

Mr. Van Vleck feared the influence of Eddy's 
friends in the school board, and hesitated. But 
while he was present in the school building no one 
else could punish a scholar ; and though Woglom had 
promised Eddy and his companions punishment, 
they only laughed at him. 

One day Van Vleck was absent and Woglom was 
in charge, and before school opened he summoned 
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Eddy to the desk. Woglom ordered McCoy to bring 
him three different rattans, and he deliberately pro- 
ceeded to fulfill his promise to Eddy and his com- 
panions in trouble. Ordering each one in his turn 
to lay over the desks, he plied the rattan to them 
until nearly exhausted from his task. 

It was expected that, as soon as Woglom began, a 
rumpus would follow; and though attempts were 
made to throw the school in disorder, still Woglom 
kept his word and remained master of the school, and 
what promised to be a memorable day in the annals 
of the school happily passed off quietly. 

As Woglom left the school, Eddy and some of his 
companions awaited him at Avenue C A brother 
teacher, fearing for Woglom's safety, advised him 
to go in an opposite direction. Woglom heeded 
him not. Alone he turned his footsteps toward 
Avenue C, expecting attack at every step. The 
crowd opened as he approached, and, contrary to 
expectation, he passed on unmolested. HappUy it 
was so, for had a hand lifted, a scene would have 
been enacted that would not soon be forgotten, and 
have left a stain on the old school that would take 
years of time to efface, for Woglom was a man of 
iron nerve, and some of the boldest and most daring 
young spirits of the time were pupils in old 16. 

It was now expected that Woglom would be pun- 
ished for his action by the school officials. Woglom 
never weakened, and Van Vleck, fearing the wrath 
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of the school officials, tried to allay the bitter feeling 
now evident. Had it been some poor, friendless boy 
who had been punished, the matter might have 
passed unnoticed. But Woglom was no hypocrite, 
and it would be unjust to Mr. Van Vleck to infer 
that he would have acted differently in the case of a 
friendless scholar. 

This fear of the power of school officers has too 
much weight with those inti-usted with the instruc- 
tion of school children, for the public schools are 
supported by the people for the purpose of giving all 
children an opportunity to learn. 

All the scholars must stand on an equality. The 
school is no place for favoritism. The child of a 
school official, or other dignitary, is no better than 
the child of the humblest citizen, the child of the 
friendless widow, or even the homeless orphan. 

How many principals or teachers of schools would 
have acted like Woglom under the same circum- 
stances ! 

But Woglom made no apology, and he retained 
his place, and there was discipline while he remained 
in old 16. 

Though many years have passed, the events of that 
exciting day are not forgotten. Around many a 
camp-fire on the Potomac in the gloomy days of the 
war it was a leading topic, and even to-day, where the 
boys of old 16 are wont to meet, the story of Eddy 
and Woglom is listened to with intense interest. 
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By many, perhaps, Mr. Van Vleck might be cen- 
sured for his conduct in the matter, but that he was 
a friend of right, and wished to show no partiality, 
we produce here an article taken from one of the 
newspapers published in New- York City, in March, 
1879: 

THE STORY OP SUMMEBS AND MABLOW. 

Many years ago, when the present school in Fifth street, 
near Avenue D, was one-fourth of its present size, there came 
to it one day a boy named James Marlow. 

The principal of the school at that period was Abraham Van 
Vleck, a member of one of the old Knickerbocker families, a 
man whose superior as a principal has never since been seen 
inside of a New-York public school. 

Among the wildest boys, so-called, in the school was Jimmy 
Marlow — wild as boys of tender years in most cases are ; but 
it does not follow that these wild boys are bad boys by 
any means, for experience has proven that they are just the 
opposite. 

The boys, a great majority of them, went barefooted in 
summer time ; especially took care to carry no superfluous 
clothing, so that they had full f^edom to play without having 
their nice clothes torn when climbing fences, and other 
athletic exercises which delicate school-boys are not in the 
habit of indulging. 

In talking of boys being barefooted, etc., it must not be sup- 
posed that they did so through poverty. 

The men in the foundries and the ship-yards were always 
able to keep their children comfortable, but it was the spirit 
of the times, and the old Fifth street School boys were fully 
alive to it. But there were other boys also who were well- 
dressed and kept aloof from the other pupils as much as possi- 
ble, and to a certain extent reflected on their poorly dressed 
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neighbors ; and hence a distinction arose between the mechan- 
ics' sons and the petted children of wealthy parents. 

There was a well-dressed and well-behaved boy in the school 
at this time named Summers, the son of a very worthy citizen 
who kept a store in Avenue D. One day, as Summers was 
seated near Marlow, who then occupied seat No. 91 in the old 
school, he became a victim of a boyish trick at the hands of 
some of his schoolmates. 

He complained to the principal, and accused Marlow. This 
Marlow denied, and we feel justified in saying he was as inno- 
ceut of this charge as the child unborn. Mr. Van Vleck 
declined to punish Marlow in the absence of better proof — an 
example which other principals might follow. 

A little over twenty years ago there was a scholar in the 
seventh class, as it was called then, and presided over by a 
lady teacher. It was on Friday morning, between 11 and 12 
A. H., in the month of April, and it rained dreadfully without. 
The branch of studies was writing on slates, the copies being 
placed above the windows. 

The copy the scholars were ordered to write was, ^^ Maintain 
moral habits"; and how one of the old scholars, and one whose 
record in the school is perhaps as bright as any boy who ever 
went there, was rewarded for obeying the moral contained in 
the words of that copy we will now relate. 

Each boy strove to write it well, and, when finished, showed 
his work to the teacher for her approval. The scholar here 
alluded to took great pains and wrote it remarkably well. He 
showed it to his teacher, when, to his astonishment, she told 
him that he did not write it all. He replied that he did. She 
Insisted that he did not. He insisted that he did, and for this 
noble defence of the truth he was told to go to the desk, which 
meant to his doom. 

Well, that boy was, for endeavoring to maintain the moral 
habit of truth-telling, castigated so severely that his young 
and tender hands were swollen to such an extent that for some

time after he was unable to hold a book in his hands. There 
was no redress. Where could a boy of ten years old look for 
redress ? But school-boys are not always such. They grow to 
be men and carry with their advancing years the memories of 
their school days, and the memory of that act of cruelty and 
injustice remains as fresh in the mind of the victim as it did 
twenty-three years ago. The lady teacher alluded to left the 
school years ago, and is now the mother of an interesting 
family. 

But let us return to Summers and Mario w. When Summers 
went home he complained to his father, who came to the school 
and insisted on some satisfaction for the manner in which his 
boy had been treated. Marlow, of course, was the object of 
vengeance. Mr. Van Vleck would not turn Marlow out. Mr. 
Summers determined to apply to a higher power, and this he 
did. 

Among the school officers was Thomas B. Stillman, proprie- 
tor of the great Novelty Iron Works, one of the most upright 
men that ever lived, and a man who, if for nothing else but his 
conduct in this affair, deserves a warm place in the affections 
of his countrymen. To him was complained the conduct of 
Marlow, and he left his business and repaired to the school- 
house to investigate this " dreadful " affair. Before him Jimmy 
Marlow was summoned. To the mind of Jimmy things looked 
gloomy, and any one considering the state of affairs can well 
imagine the little red-haired, barefoot boy pleading his own 
case before the courtly and dignified Thomas B. Stillman, a 
man who was afterward a candidate of the great Republican 
party for a seat in the council boards of the nation, and famed 
far and wide as being, in the fields of science, one of the fore- 
most men of his time. When all was quiet, Mr. Stillman said : 

" Well, Marlow, why did you strike this boy ? " 

" I didn^t strike him, sir," said Jimmy. 

Mr. Stillman gazed for a moment on the boy, and then said : 

" Could you bring your father to school, Marlow ? I would 
like to see hira.'^ 
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" Yes, sir," replied Jimmy, and he turned to go out of the door, 
but was called back by Mr. Stillman, who inquired ^' what his 
father worked at.'^ 

"My father works in WebVs ship-yard," said Jimmy. 

"In the ship-yard t" said Mr. Stillman. "Then he cannot 
leave his work very well." 

Jimmy was then sent to his class, and Mr. Stillman went out. 

That day Mr. Stillman went down into WebVs yard and sought 
out the father of Jimmy Marlow. He found him under the 
bottom of a vessel, boring treenail holes with a seven-and-a- 
half auger. There are no kid gloves needed at that kind of 
work. 

When Mr. Stillman returned to the school, the boys and Mr. 
Summers all again met. Jimmy was triumphantly acquitted, 
and the parent of his accuser was politely informed that Fifth 
street School was made for the children of the poor man as 
well as of the rich, and that if he did not think Fifth street 
School a proper place for his boy, he might take him away as 
soon as he pleased. 

Soon after this event, Jimmy Marlow left the Fifth street 
School forever. Mr. Van Vleck urged him to remain. "I will 
make a man of you, Marlow," said he. 

But his words were in vain, and Jimmy Marlow went forth to 
battle with the world. 

In a few months afterward, Mr. Van Vleck died, and if there 
was one heart sadder than another, it was the heart of Jimmy 
Marlow. The tears rolled down his cheeks, and he wept manly 
tears on hearing of the death of his early friend and benefactor. 

A few years after, Thomas B. Stillman passed from earth, 
mourned and lamented. 

After leaving school, Marlow went to work in the ship-yards 
until the breaking out of the late war, when he was among the 
first to volunteer. He was at Bull Run. When the bullets of the 
enemy flew around him in showers, he stood by his colors as 
firm as a rock ; where the plunging shot and shell were shaking 
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the earth around him, with the colors of his regiment in one 
hand and his musket in the other, stood Jimmy Marlow^ the old 
Fifth street School boy, his tall form seen above his comrades^ 
standing until the last against the onset of the enemy. He 
stood, as many an old Fifth street School boy stood, on every 
battle-field of the war, and enriched the soil with their best 
blood. The heroic Henry Bogers, John Weed, James Young, 
Arthur Coakley, James Monaghan, John Leake, and other mar- 
tyrs show what boys Fifth street School sent out into the world. 

But Jimmy Marlow, after a faithful performance of his duty, 
returned from the war, and afterward traveled extensively in 
South America and other places. At Panama he saved the 
lives of the American consul and his family, and other Ameri- 
can families. In the time of a great plague, when others 
shrank from the task, Marlow went among the sick in the 
hospitals, and soothed the dying hours of many an American 
dying far from home. But when his task was over he returned 
to New-York, and after a few years home James Marlow, too, 
died on the night of Saturday, March 31, 1877, at the early 
age of thirty-nine. 

When ]|is gentle spirit with the angels shall be gathered 
around the throne of the Most High, and the good and the 
true will receive their reward, there will be seen among that 
happy band Thomas B. Stillman, the upright man, the pure- 
minded citizen, and the faithful school ofl&cer. There will be 
Abraham Van Vleck, the true teacher, the honest school prin- 
cipal, the friend of the friendless school-boy, the friend of 
Jimmy Marlow. 

When the day shall come to decorate the graves of the fallen, 
if there are any of the old boys still around the Eleventh Ward 
who once went to Fifth street School, any of the mechanics' 
sons of the old Dry Dock, the children of the men who once 
worked in the foundries and the ship-yards, we would ask them 
to gather the choicest flowers and weave them into garlands, 
and pluck from those garlands the flowers most emblematic of 
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truth, of purity, of justice, and all the kindred virtues, and, 
seeking out the graves of Thomas B. Stillman and Abraham 
Van Yleck and James Mario w, strew them with tokens of their 
love, if but to show to the world that even if republics are un- 
grateful, the old boys of Fifth street School are not ; and if 
when the present shall be numbered with the past, and some 
antiquarian of the future will chronicle events now passing, it 
is to be hoped he will not forget the public schools, and his 
work will be incomplete if upon its brightest pages there is 
not emblazoned, in letters of gold, the honored names of Thomas 
B. Stillman, Abraham Van Vleck, and last, but not least, the 
name of Jimmy Marlow, the Fifth street School boy, who would 
not tell a lie, and whose father worked in the ship-yard. 
We leave this subject for the present. 



Mr. Van Vleck died in March, 1850, and Mr. Beers 
took charge in April following. Mr. Beers was a 
young and handsome man, much admired by the 
gentler sex. His tall form made him^in attractive 
object, and his striking resemblance to Wifliam H. 
Seward caused him to be often mistaken for that 
great statesman. 

He was the last principal of Public School No. 16, 
and when the school passed into the hands of the 
ward officials, he retained his position which he now 
holds. 

Among the greatest teachers and most accomplished 
scholars who were ever connected with Fifth street 
School is James J. McCoy. Born in the city of New- 
York, he entered the school as a scholar in May, 1838. 
He became a monitor in 1843, and has never severed 
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his connection with the school, being at present vice- 
principal. A history of Fifth street School without 
James J. McCoy would be like the play of Hamlet 
with Hamlet left out. If merit, stainless character, 
faithful attention to duty, abilities of the highest 
order, and honesty of purpose and strict integrity are 
any recommendations, James J. McCoy would be to-day 
subordinate to no official in the schools of New- York. 

Trickery and treachery may for a time triumph 
over honesty and manliness, but in the end truth, 
which is mighty, will prevail. 

Among the other teachers were Isaac Marshall, now 
a prominent citizen of Horseheads, N, Y., and ex- 
school superintendent; Gilbert Darby; Alexander 
Morehouse, now principal of Grammar School No. 20; 
William J, Kennard, now principal of Grammar 
School No. 64 ; George Moore, who died whUe principal 
of a school in this city ; Frederick M. Campbell, now 
school superintendent in Oakland, near San Francisco; 
Mr. Lenf esty ; Moulton Emery, now a planter in South 
Carolina; William A. Hawkins, now a merchant; 
Walter K. Ritch ; Thomas E. Vermilyea; Ferdinand 
Traud; Alanson Palmer; Hugo R. Hutton, deceased; 
and David L. Ranch. 

The first lady who taught in the boys' school was 
Anna Macauley, a lady of many accomplishments. 

She retired from the school in 1857, married, and 
removed to Quebec, where she died a few years since, 
universally regretted. 
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MALE DEPARTMENT. 

Among the.other lady teachers whose names have 
adorned the roll of the boys' school were Charlotte 
Morgan 5 Phebe Mayhew, afterward principal of pri- 
mary of School No. 22; Caroline Canfield; Kate Stan- 
ton; Emma Skidmore j Harriet Lockwood ; Margaret 
McCaffrey ; Mary L. Wells ; Margaret Keller ; Louise 
Murray, still a teacher ; Mrs. Nancy Vaughan ; El- 
mira Carver ; Amanda Wilt ; May Morrell ; Martha 
Turner, who died while principal of the primary of 
Grammar School No. 15 ; Annie E. Gillis ; Emma Farr, 
now Mrs. James J. McCoy 5 and Mary L. Willis. 

The first principal of the girls' department was 
Miss Mary McKay, who resigned in 1840, and was 
succeeded by Miss Fezzon T. Bobbins ; Miss Bobbins 
became Mrs. Stites, and was succeeded b}'' Miss Sarah 
J. Hatfield in 1848. Miss Hatfield's successor was 
Miss Urania Downs, a lady the memory of whose 
long and honorable career fills one of the brightest 
pages of the history of our public schools. Miss 
Downs's successor was Miss Urania D. Secord, who 
remained principal until her transfer to the manage- 
ment of Grammar School No. 71. 

The first principal of the primary department was 

Miss Sarah C. Glover, whose successors were Miss 

Chadeayne, Mary E. Purdy, Miss Helen Marsh, Miss 

Mary E. Vanderhoof, Miss Martha Turner, Mrs.

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Jarvis, and the present competent and accomplished 
principal, Miss Anna M. Madden.

Miss Abby Harrison died while principal of a 
school in this city, a martyr at the post of duty. 
Henrietta Fisk is a principal in this city, and is a lady 
of marked ability. Miss Emma Farr, one of the 
noblest of women, and a lady of unsurpassed ability, 
became Mrs. James J. McCoy. Miss Mary McKay 
entered a convent in Baltimore. Miss Fezzon Rob- 
bins became Mrs. Stites, and is living in this city — 
one of those gentle souls whose long service and de- 
votion to duty in the public schools entitle her to be 
ranked among the noblest daughters of the republic. 

Among the teachers of the school thirty years ago 
was Miss Ann A. Wood, one of the most beautiful 
and accomplished women of her time. She taught 
the author of this volume in his primary school days. 
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Old Fifth Street School might well be proud of the 
good and noble-minded women who have from time 
to time been intrusted with the education of its pupils. 

Among the former pupils who became teachers 
are: James J. McCoy, John Hardy, Alfred G. Comp- 
ton, Wm. A. Hawkins, A. K. Van Vleck, Henry 
Schneeberger, D. L. Ranch, Louis G. Somers, Joseph 
Southworth, Jr., John Myers, Charles Herring, 
(jeorge Goethals, and Cornelius Clifford. 

McCoy, Ranch, Van Vleck, and Myers are still in 
the public schools. Compton is a professor in New- 
York College ; Goethals is a professor in the West 
Point Military Academy, and Clifford Professor of 
Theology in a Jesuit College, in Frederick, Maryland. 

McCoy's career as a teacher is the longest, with 
barely an exception, of any instructor in the public 
schools of this city, and his record second to none. 
Such men reflect credit upon any position in life they 
are placed in. 

John Hardy entered the New- York Free Academy 
in the first class of scholars who entered that insti- 
tution in 1848. He graduated in 1853 at the head of 
his class, carrying off more prizes than any other 
student. He was appointed a tutor, but, tiring of 
this, entered the legal profession, where he has made 
an honorable record. He has been a member of the 
Legislature and of the Common Council of this city, 
and clerk of the Board of Aldermen, and has also 
been a representative in Congress for four years.

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SCHOOL OFFICERS. 

Fifth street School, for the first fifteen years of its 
existence, was under the control of the Public School 
Society. Each school was in charge of a section of 
members appointed by the society. 

The members of the society were plain, honest men, 
who gave their time and services freely to better the 
condition of the children of the poor. A society that 
could boast of members such as Henry Eckf ord, Noah 
Brown, Daniel F. Tiemann (afterward Mayor of the 
city), Robert B. Roosevelt, George T. Trimble, White- 
head Hicks, Robert Cornell, A. Peter Augustus Jay. 
Meigs D. Benjamin, Henry Rutgers, Samuel W. 
Seton, DeWitt Clinton, Matthew Clarkson, D. D. 
Tompkins, Dr. Samuel I. Mitchell, John McViQkar, 
and men of that stamp, had something to be proud 
of. The welfare of the children of the city seemed 
to be the dearest wish of those worthy and high- 
minded men. It is a question whether the welfare of 
the school children of the present day is the only 
motive of the majority of the school trustees. 

Fifth Street School passed out of the control of the 
Public School Society in 1853 into the hands of the 
ward officials, and the rivalry that existed between 
the ward and public schools vanished. The people, 
being permitted to choose their school officers, selected 
such men as James H. Brennen, Samuel P. Patterson, 
Richard L. Larremore, Charles Perley, and his sons 
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Edward M. and Charles Perley, Jr., William E. Dur- 
yea, Andrew R. Jackman, James R. Steers, Theodore 
Tooker, Seaman Johnson, John Mason, Samuel Gil- 
lis, Benjamin T. Rhoads, Hugh Crombie, Edward 
Miehling, Christian Metzgar, Joseph Wangler, John 
F. Turner, William J. O'Connor, Dr. R. A. Barry, 
Charles Curtiss, David J. Taff, Jesse J, Davis, Nehe- 
miah Miller, Dr. Jedediah Miller, Hiram Wisner, and 
Armour C. Anderson, — a glance at whose names will 
lead unprejudiced minds to conclude that between 
the school trustees elected by the people and those 
self-appointed the former will not suffer by the com- 
parison. Among the chief opponents of giving the 
privilege of electing the school officers to the people 
are some of the present school officials, who it is 
safe to say would stand about as much chance of 
being elected school officers as the rich man spoken 
of in the Bible had of being saved from perdition. 

Among the school officers elected by the people 
was James H. Brennen. When the late war broke 
out James H. Brennen gave up his business, volun- 
teered his services, and led a company of the First 
Regiment of New- York Volunteers to the field, his 
son, Charles Fowler Brennen, a graduate of Fifth 
Street School, serving as an officer under his father. 
Captain Brennen was a man much beloved by his 
soldiers, and by his efforts fully fifteen thousand 
men were sent to the front. His son Charles was a 
brave and efficient officer, and father and son retired 
after the war after an honorable career. 
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Captain Prennen, now a man of over threescore, 
still lives at Bainbridge street, Brooklyn, beloved 
and respected by a large circle of acquaintances. 

John H. Brennen, a younger son of Captain Bren- 
nen, also enlisted, but was discharged on account of 
his extreme youth. He afterward helped to organize 
the Forty-seventh Regiment, N. Y. S. M., and served 
nine years as an active member, and is now adjutant. 

Since 1862, John Brennen has been identified with 
banking business, and is at present connected with 
the Williamsburg Savings Bank, in Brooklyn, E. D. 
He was one of the originators of the Bank Clerks' 
Mutual Benefit Association, of New York, and a 
prominent member of several benevolent societies. 
Masonic and others. 

In 1870, Mr. Brennen married a daughter of Hon. 
James Rodwell, an eminent builder, of Brooklyn, and 
lives at 175 South Ninth street, Brooklyn, surrounded 
by an interesting family. 

Alexander H. Keech, Thomas E. Willson, Lewis S. 
Goebel, Wm. Graham, John F. Turner, Theodore 
Tooker, George B. Rhoads, Armour C. Anderson, 
John Kaiser, Jr., and Frederic W. Murphy, former 
pupils of the school, became school officers. Kaiser, 
Turner, and Tooker were also commissioners when 
those officials were elected by the people. Goebel 
was also elected a State Senator and introduced a 
bill to give each district a representation in the Board 
of Education. The bill was a very proper one, and 
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should have been passed, but was not, and Mr. 
GoebePs efforts went for naught. 

Mr. Goebel was also a teacher, and has made a good 
school official, as have all the former scholars who 
became school officers. In fact, it would seem that 
old pupils would make the most capable school 
officers if merit and capability were all that were 
required in their selection. A rather singular im- 
pression seems to prevail, however, that merit and 
capability are not always the best recommendations 
possessed by ambitious aspirants for the position of 
school officers.

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CONCLUSION. 

I. 

It is approaching a half century since the Old Fifth 
Street School was first opened to the public, and 
many and marked are the changes that have taken 
place within that period, and, should the pupU of 
early days reenter the school, strange scenes and 
strange faces would meet his eye at every step. The 
sand class has disappeared, and bare walls and an un- 
attractive interior have given way to modern im- 
provements. Music now cheers the scholar, and the 
rod has bidden adieu to the schoolmaster's hand. The 
old willow that stood opposite the school has van- 
ished, and though the Old Mechanics Bell still rings 
its notes of warning to the sons of toil, the shipyards? 
which gave employment to thousands, are things of 
the past, while the great artisans who flourished there- 
in are scattered like the autumn leaves. Lovers of 
aquatic sports among the school-boys seek old John 
Garvey no more, and Sandy Gibson is gathered to 
his fathers. Axe-Handle Smith, Old Turk's mocking- 
bird. Skinny Beetle, Old Brush, and Old Pour Eyes 
the M. P., all sleep beneath the willow. 

The old Green Pond, where the boys once sailed 
their little boats in summer and skated in winter, is no 
longer visible, and Aunt Betsy's shanty. Aunty Cham- 
ber's cook-shop, the radish gardens, the old Trip-ham- 
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mer, and Aunty Brindle's comer are things of the 
past. The ungainly omnibus has given way to the 
railroad car, and Pop Dornin, Deaf y Quinlan, Cracker 
Morgan, Honey Hicks, and the Lime Kiln man have 
gone from the neighborhood forever. "The Weary 
Wanderers'' has been long since demolished, and ex- 
cursionists visit no longer the old Powder House, the 
Little Woods, the Pottery Hill, and the old Willow 
Grove. Many pleasant stories and interesting tales 
€ould be told about the old school and the territory 
that inclosed within its borders the Old Red Jail, as 
the old school-house was once known. It was a brick 
building three stories high with a triangular roof, and 
painted a brilliant red. The third story was a garret, 
in which a few audacious and obstreperous scholars 
often sought refuge, and from whence they poked 
fun and things more serious at their martinets below. 
The outer doors of the school were of sheet-iron, 
and, like the gates of a prison, awe-inspiring. The 
play-ground was of brick and on a level with the 
window-sills of the primary, and a wood-shed, used as 
a depository for the oak logs that served as fuel in the 
long winter days, extended from one end of the 
school yard to the other. At the south end of the 
school yard was a rude wooden stairway reaching 
from the third story of the school-house to the play- 
ground, and protected by a wooden fence, through 
which jack-knives had whittled holes for the respira- 
tory and visual delectation of their owners. 
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II. 

The great and good man who presided over the 
school in its early days sleeps the sleep of the right- 
eous among the Cypress Hills, but his " old boys," 
though widely scattered and far from the scenes of 
their boyhood, cherish his memory with love and 
affection as their thoughts revert back to their old 
school and the memories that cluster around her, for 
there is no period of life on which the memory of man 
dwells more fondly than it does on his school-days. 
Then his feelings were the freshest, the truest, the 
most generous: then his hopes were the brightest, 
and his anticipations the most eager ; and then was 
laid the foundation on which he was to build his 
career. Furthermore, those were the days when he 
was freest from cares, from disappointments, and 
from sorrows, and when he was able to pursue his 
pleasures with unbounded enthusiasm. 

Who would draw a veil over that part of his life ? 
Who would forget the friends he then made ? Surely 
no one with any sentiment — certainly no one who 
ever went to the grand old institution of learning, 
the elevation of which is the chief object of this 
volume. 

An eminent philosopher speaks of school-days as 
the golden period of life: that period when the 
young mind, ignorant of the future and free from 
serious care, looks longingly toward the hour that 
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shall mark the close of his school lif e^ and give him 
an opportunity to join those whose school-days are " 
ended forever, and who are striving for fame and 
fortune among their f eUow-men. 

But, as practical life does not begin until school 
life is ended, the school-boy realizes too soon how 
vain were many of his boyish dreams, and how many 
and serious are the obstacles to be overcome ere the 
goal of human ambition is reached. 

But the influence of school life does not end with 
graduation-day : it is felt throughout one's life, and, 
no matter what other cares or troubles or pleasures, 
are encountered or experienced in the journey from 
the student days to the grave, there is always a warm 
spot for the Alma Mater. 

Among the relics of the past on the east side none 
are more fondly remembered than 

The Old Mechanic's Bell. 

This famous bell was first rung in 1831 to celebrate 
the triumph of the workingmen of this city in a 
struggle for an abridgment in the hours of labor. 
Previous to that time the American artisans, especi- 
ally those engaged in ship-building, were compelled 
to labor from sunrise to sunset, with no time for re- 
creation ; for even the Sabbath-day was not always a 
day of rest to the weary sons of toil. 

The first man to ring the beU was a young mer- 
chant named McCoy, and the day when the bell rang 
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out an immense assemblage gathered to witness the 
ceremony, among them the young and beautiful wife 
of McCoy, bearing an infant in her arms. This boy 
grew into manhood, is now (1887) vice-principal of 
Grammar School 15 and president of the Old Fifth 
Street School Association. The beU was recast in 
1844 and for many years served as a school bell. 
When the hours of labor were regulated, and ten 
hours a day was adopted as a standard^ the bell was 
rung at six a.m. and again at eight a.m. The mechanic 
began work at six a. m., worked until eight a. m., and 
then went home to breakfast. The bell was rung again 
at five minutes before nine o'clock a. m., and then 
rang until nine o'clock. It was the custom of dilatory 
scholars to wait until this bell began to ring and then 
scamper off to schooL 

The workman returned to work at nine o'clock and 
continued until twelve o'clock. Recess was then taken 
until one o'clock, when the bell again rang, and the 
workmen returned to work and labored until six 
o'clock, when the bell again rang and work ceased for 
the day. Thus ten hours constituted a day's work. 
This system was changed in 1852, when the bell was 
rung at seven o'clock in the morning, again at noon, 
again at one o'clock, and again at six o'clock. This 
system continued until the eight-hour strike, when 
the bell was rung at eight a. m., and at five p. m., with 
the noon hour for recess. The mechanics, after a gal- 
lant struggle, were defeated, and the bell was once 
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more rung for the ten-hour day. Eight hours a day 
was made a law by Congress in all government de- 
partments, and this concession would never have been 
granted but for the heroic struggle of the New- York 
shipwrights, who received nothing but villiflcation 
and unmerited abuse for their efforts to better the 
condition of their fellow-men. 

The bell continued to ring at the usual periods 
until October, 1880, when it one day suddenly cracked 
and ceased to ring. For weeks it hung silent in its 
old belfry, its great founders either dead or scattered^ 
and noble artisans, who were accustomed to obey its 
call, far from the scene. There lived in the shadow 
of the old timekeeper some of the " old boys '' of the 
Fifth Street School who had been bom and grown to 
manhood within its sound, and who had been taught 
by the son of the first beUringer. When the bell 
was doomed beyond all hope, these old boys were ap- 
pealed to ; they responded. They made their plans^ 
roused the people from their lethargy, took down the 
old bell, had it recast, and in grand procession, and 
amid the greatest enthusiasm ever witnessed, they 
bore it in triumph past the school and through the 
old shipbuilding district, cheered by the mothers, the 
wives, and the daughters of mechanics composed 
largely of old girls of Fifth Street School, and hung 
it once more in its old tower, there to remain to recall 
memories of a better day, and at some day probably 
to awaken so-called representatives of the people to 
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the disgraceful condition in America of the noble 
art of shipbuilding, since selfishness, demagognery, 
and lack of lofty principle, took the place of pa- 
triotism. 

From the beginning of the present century up to 
1856, eight out of ten of the niale inhabitants of the 
east side of the city were engaged in some branch of 
shipbuilding. At one period twelve thousand men 
found employment in the shipyards along the river 
front, from Corlears Hook to where the present Belle- 
vue Hospital stands. In those days, when a boy left 
school, his parent's first idea was to select a trade for 
him, and the master shipbuilders apprenticed their 
sons to the same calling as themselves. They don't 
do such things in these days. Learning a trade has 
ceased to be popular, and before another generation 
passes away the shipwrights of New- York will be 
among the things that were. Among the earliest 
members of the Public School Society and the most 
devoted friends of popular education were Henry 
Eckford, Noah Brown, and other great shipbuilders. 

Skinny Beetle. 

Opposite the spot where the Mechanics' BeU now 
stands lived the celebrated Skinny Beetle, in a white 
house, with attic windows and a cupola on top. 
Beetle was a watchman in Smith & Dimon's ship- 
yard, where his tall form and his cowhide were a terror 
to boys of that period. Between the old man and 
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the boys no great love existed, and he made the chip- 
gatherers and other invaders of the shipyards fly 
around rather lively. He has been dead many years, 
but we can only imagine his feelings were he to rise 
from his tomb and see the mighty changes that have 
taken place in the neighborhood since he was gath- 
ered to his fathers. 

Jim Hurley's Last Song. 

James Hurley, an old Fifth Street school-boy, was 
known as the sweet singer of the Dry Dock. Hurley 
belonged to old Forrest Engine No. 3, and at every 
fire, when the boys of the Dry Dock got at the brakes, 
it was the custom to sing until the fire was out. 
3 Engine was noted for this, and at every big fire 
Hurley was looked for. 

A few days after President Lincoln was inaugu- 
rated, an early morning fire broke out at Houston 
street and the Bowery. The weather was intensely 
cold, and snow, rain, and sleet, all fell at once. 3 En- 
gine got to work, and the " Old Greenhorn ^ was 
soon filled with the hardy lads from the Dry Dock, 
who hit her down with a will, while far above the din 
was heard the pathetic Celtic ballad : 

" FU sell my rock, Fll sell my reel, 

When my flax is spun, Fll sell my wheel, 
To buy my love a sword of steel 
Oh, Johnny has gone for a soldier. '^ 
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A thousand men stood around the " Greenhorn '' 
that morning Ustening to the sweet singer of the 
Dry Dock, in the midst of the storm, and cheering 
him on. Thus, despite the cold, " No. 3 ^ held to the 
brakes till the fire was out. Hurley had sung his; 
last song for the boys. A few weeks later, Ellsworth's 
Zouaves marched down Broadway, and in the front 
rank was Jimmy Hurley. He was no coward, for 
neither his old engine nor his old school ever knew of 
a coward on their rolls. He was among the first to 
fall, and ere the midsummer came he had gone to 
sleep, the victim of a Southern bullet, among the 
mountains of Virginia. 

Old Turk's Mocking-Bird. 

" Old Turk " was a name given to Live Oak Engine 
Company No. 44 of the Old Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment, whose house lay within a few yards of the 
school-house, and whose members were mainly me- 
chanics from the shipyards. The Mocking-Bird was 
Frank Walton — who was a pupil of Fifth Street 
School in its early days. 

Old Turk was known as the singing engine, from 
the number of vocalists attached to her. Chief of aU 
was Walton, a tall sawyer, known as the minstrel 
boy of the sawpit. The sawyers worked in pairs one 
above the log and the other in the pit below. To- 
gether they drove the saw through the timber, while 
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Walton sang his delightful melodies, keeping time to 
the music of the saw. 

One evening, in April, 1849, a fire broke out near 
the old school-house. Old Turk turned out with a 
slack rope, but got to work. A rival engine, with 
brakes fully manned, was hurrying Old Turk and 
giving her aU she could do to hold her own, when 
Walton and a few of the Old Gang came on the scene. 
They got on the brakes and hit her down with a will, 
while Walton's voice was heard singing : 

'* Oh, if it be a daughter, with her mother she might stay, 
And if it is a son he will cross the salt sea ; 
Blue jacket and white trousers my hoy he will put on, 
And follow his papa wherever he has gone." 

A crowd soon collect.ed, and with a joUy crew on 
her brakes Old Turk was fairly lifted off the ground, 
while Ave hundred throats chorused with : 

** Home, dear, at home, 'tis at home we ought to be, 
At home, dear, at home, in our own counterie 
Where the ash and the oak and the bonnie apple tree, 
AU grow greener in our own counterie.'' 

The rival engine company was overmatched, and 
retired from the scene amid the hisses of the crowd. 

In a window opposite, a young lady, who had left 
the piano to watch the scene on the street, gazed ap- 
provingly on the firemen, and when Shinny ordered 
Old Turk to pick up, she invited Old Turk's Mocking-

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Bird, as she called Walton, to her parlor, and accom- 
panied him on the piano while he warbled : 

" I once did love a yallergal — 
Fll tell you all her name : 
She came from old Virginny, 
And they call her Mary Blane. 

Mary, Mary Blane, 

1 never will see you again ; 

So fare thee well, poor Mary Blane, 
Till I retnm again." 

After this, Walton was a constant visitor, and he 
eventually carried oflf from a host of admirers one of 
the eleventh ward's reigning belles. 

Walton could sing anywhere. On his way from 
the old Chatham Theatre, he and a companion sat down 
on a stoop in East Broadway to rest. It was midnight, 
and all was quiet. Street-cars did not run in that 
street then. Walton sang Napoleon's Dream, and 
soon every window from Clinton to Rutgers street 
was filled with admiring nightcaps. Even the staid 
old Quakers from Henry street listened attentively. 

Walton took the gold fever in 1850, and left New- 
York. Being short of funds on board ship, he sang 
his way to 'Frisco, where a host of old firemen pre- 
ceded him. None dreamed of ever seeing Walton 
again, when to their astonishment, he walked into 
camp with all nis worldly possessions, a black slouch 
hat, black pantaloons, cowhide boots, and a red shirt, 
on which a badge of 44 was plainly observable. He 
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was riot one day in 'Frisco when he was the best 
known man in the mines. He sang himself into 
favor with the miners, and soon became popular. He 
never returned to New- York. Reverses met him at 
every step, and, far from home and the scenes of his 
early exploits, Old Turk's Mocking-Bird, one cold and 
bitter evening, folded his flre-coat around him and lay 
down to rest. The winter winds of the Nevadas sang 
to sleep the Minstrel Boy of the saw-pit. 

The first meeting held for the purpose of forming 
an organization of the former pupils of Fifth Street 
School was held on May 1, 1883. The following 
report appeared in the New- York Sun of May 7th 
of the same year. 

Died on the Field of Honor. 

MEMORIES THAT CAUSED AN ADJOURNMENT OF A MEETING OF 

THE "old boys." 

Former pupils of old Grrammar School No. 15, in Fifth Street, 
near Avenae D, met a few evenings ago to form an organiza- 
tion, renew old associations, and keep alive the memories of 
school-days. Tears had elapsed since many had met one 
another. The secretary called the roll without interruption 
until the name of Henry Rogers was reached. To it there was 
no response. The name was familiar, and the **old boys" waited 
to see one of the jolliest of their old schoolmates. He was one 
of McCoy's boys, who stood up in February, 1859, when Henry 
Kiddle remarked that they surpassed all he had ever heard. 
The name was repeated, but no reply came. One of those 
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present arose and said that Henry Rogers was killed at Antie- 
tain, and was resting in Greenwood. 

The roll call proceeded : 

** James Marlow." 

No response. He was one of Van Vleck's favorite Scholars. 
He was in Meagher's Brigade at Manassas. He went afterward 
to Panama, was stricken with the fever, but recovered and 
nursed the fever-stricken Americans in the hospitals, and then 
came home to die. 

" Frank Murphy." 

No answer. He was shot through the lungs at Fredericks- 
burg. He was one of McCoy's boys, and often played around 
Woodruff's old willow-tree opposite the school. 

"Bartholomew Looney." 

No answer. He belonged to a New Jersey regiment, and 
died a prisoner of war in Libby prison. Was a son of a ship 
sawyer, living near the old Mechanics' Bell. 

"John Lake." 

No answer. He was one of McCoy's boys, and enlisted in 
1861. On one occasion he was one of a forlorn hope, and 
being advised to avoid exposing himself, he replied : " Tell the 
boys in Fifth Street School that Johnny Lake did his duty to 
his country and his company." He was torn to pieces by a 
shell. He was a policeman's son, and was by trade a copper- 
smith. 

"John Weed." 

No response. He was killed at G-ettysburg. Was the tallest 
boy in the school, was a widow's son, and was buried on the 
battle-field. 

"Henry Hull." 

No response. He was in the 42d Begiment, and was killed 
in the seven-days' battle. The son of a shipwright, he lived 
at No. 381 East Fourth Street, near the Old Bell, when he 
enlisted. 

"George Rath." 
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. No answer. He was the son of a poor Oerman coal yonder, 
and was killed by the explosion of a magazine the day before 
the battle of Fort Fisher. 

** James Hnrley." 

No response. He was known as the sweet singer of the Dry 
Dock. Was killed at the first Bnll Bun battle. One of Van 
Vleck's boys. He lived near the Old Bell. 

"JohnB. Donnelly." 

No response. He was killed at Beam's Station. One of Van 
Vleck's boys. He lived near Second Street and Avenue D. 

** Thomas Dougherty." 

No response. One of Van Vleck's boys, and was killed early 
in the war. He worked in the shipyard. 

The secretary ceased calling the roll, a motion to adjourn 
was carried, and those who gathered together with feelings of 
joy parted with feelings of sorrow. The "old boys" will 
meet again in a few weeks, when the organization will be per- 
fected. Then, perhaps, some one will respond to those names, 
as it was the custom for many years in one of the many regi- 
ments of the French army when the name of "La Tour 
d'Auvergne *' was called — " Died on the field of honor." 

Frank Pidgeon. 

Frank Pidgeon entered Fifth Street School as a 
scholar on its opening-day, May 7, 1838. He was 
the founder of the celebrated Eckf ord Base Ball and 
one of the fathers of the national game. Pidgeon 
was killed a few years ago on the Harlem Road by 
being run down by a locomotive, near High Bridge. 

The following interesting description of the Eck- 
ford's first game was written by Pidgeon himself 
more than thirty years ago : 
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HOW AN BLEYENTH WABD NINE OF SHIPTABD MEN OONQUERED 

A FAMOUS CLUB. 

A year ago last August, a small number of young men of that 
part of our city known as *' The Island/' formed ourselves into 
a club for the purpose of enjoying this manly and noble game. 
Being shipwrights and mechauics, we could not make it con- 
venient to practice more than once a week, and we labored 
under the impression that want of practice and the small num- 
ber from which to select our nine would make it almost impos- 
sible to win a match if we engaged in one. However, we were 
willing to do the best we could, if some club would give us an 
invitation to play. But, alas ! no invitation came, and we began 
seriously to doubt if we were worth taking notice of. 

Still we had some merry times among ourselves. We would 
forget business and everything else on Tuesday afternoons, go 
on the green fields, don our ball suits, and go at it with a rush. 

At such times we were boys again. Such sport as this 
brightens a man up and improves him in mind and body. 
After longing for a match yet, so dreading (not a defeat — we 
were sure of that) — a regular Waterloo, we finally, through 
sheer desperation, expressed a wish to play the winners in the 
match between the Baltic and Union clubs of Morrisania. 

The Unions won and signified their willingness to play us. 
Well, we got what we had wanted — a match — and then what? 
Why, we should have to do the best we could. The day came at 
last on which we were to meet the conquerors of the Baltic, 
and nine determined but badly scared men, whistling to keep 
up their spiiits, might have been seen wending their way to 
the Bed House. It would be difficult to describe the sensations 
we felt that day — such an intense desire to win and such a 
dread of defeat! We knew that if badly beaten we could never 
succeed in building up a club. Many of our friends did not 
go to see the match, as they did not wish to witness our 
defeat. 
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But to the game. We puJled off our coats and rolled up our 
sleeves ; we stood up to the rack, but were very nervous — first 
appearance on any stage I Our first man took the bat. Tipped 
out! Great dependence placed on him. Gk>od heavens! how 
unfortunate! Next man got scared; caught out. No use try- 
ing to win. Do the best we can, however. Steady ! boys, 
steady ! Third man gave gave the ball a regular crusher. One 
desperate yell burst from eight throats, and I am not sure that 
the striker did not yell with the rest. First base, go it ! Second 
base, come up! Go again; Stay there I Stay there! Another for- 
tunate strike ! Man on third base, got home ! Glory ! One run ! 
Oh, how proud the Eckf ord Club were at that run ! Some ran up 
to the umpire's book to see how it looked on paper. 

The inning ended with three runs for the Eckford. The 
Union took the bat and made two runs. Gould it be possible f 
We could scarcely believe it. We did the best we could to 
keep our end up, and by that means we overdid the matter, and 
the result was : Eckford, 22 : Union, 8. 

About seven o'clock that evening nine peacocks might have 
been seen on their way home with tail feathers spread. Our 
friends were astonished as well as ourselves, and all were 
pleased with the result. 

Axe-Handle Smith. 

When Abraham Van Vleck became Principal of 
Public School No. 16, he requested that the worst 
boys of the Dry Dock be sent to his school, feeling 
confident that he could reform them. Hearing of 
his determination, Axe-Handle Smith, as he was 
known, sent Mr. Van Vleck a hickory rod which per- 
formed good service as a friend of order. Smith's 
workshop was a place of refuge for many of the truant

players of the school, and is still standing. The rod 
was much prized by Mr. Van Vleck, and shortly after 
his death mysteriously disappeared. Smith and Van 
Vleck were the closest of friends. The following 
sketch of Axe-Handle Smith was published a few 
years since in a New- York newspaper : 

Daniel Carpenter Smith was the son of Benjamin Smith, a 
Bevolationary patriot. He was bom in Steuben county, in 
1796. Benjamin Smith was a farmer of limited means, and 
Daniel received whatever knowledge he got at night by the 
light of a tallow candle, after toiling all day on the farm. He 
might have remained a quiet farmer .were it not for a disap- 
pointment in love. The object of his affections was Kitty 
Ghrinnell, the only daughter of a wealthy neighboring farmer. 
From childhood the two had been thrown much in each 
other's society. They worshipped in the same little village 
church. A village poet has described the situation at this time 
in some advice to the old bell-ringer : 

** Remember your duty, dear Walter, 
And ring out tbeold village bell. 
When Daniel will lead to the altar 
Tbe beautiful Kitty GrinneU." 

The dream of the two young people was never realized. 
Political differences of the stem parents blasted the hopes of 
the two confiding hearts forever. Benjamin Smith was a stanch 
Federalist, while the father of Kitty Grinnell was an ardent 
worshipper of Thomas Jefferson. Though neighbors for years 
and enjoying the closest friendship, so bitter did their polit- 
ical differences become that they ripened into a deadly feud, 
which was not healed until the grave closed over both. This 
unhappy state of affairs produced a marked change in the 
young people. The fair Kitty fell into a decline and died a few 
years afterward, declaring on her death-bed her love for the 
companion of her youth. 
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The nnhappy event ended a boyish dream. With a sad heart, 
yoong Smith left home to seek his fortune. In 1824 he arrived 
in this city, without a dollar in his pocket. A hardy youth, he 
entered the shipyards, and, like Peter the Qreat, Served his 
time as a shipwright. Sober and industrious, he saved his 
earnings, and in a short time became a property-holder. He 
liked the excitement of politics, and threw himself heart and 
soul into the campaign that sent Old Hickory to the White 
House. In 1840, however, he supported Harrison. During 
this campaign, he received the name of **Axe-handle Smith.'' 
The admirers of Little ** Van " got up a grand x>olitieal demon- 
stration. They had a large procession, and they taunted the 
Whigs on their inability to equal it. The enthusiastic nature 
of Smith was never better shown than at this crisis. Word was 
secretly sent to the leading Whigs, and the next evening full 
five hundred men, in straw hats, cheek shirts, and jean trou- 
sers, carrying axe-handles made by Smith himself, marched 
down to Union Market square, creating a decided sensation, 
with Smith at their head. 

• Axe-handle Smith became the idol of his followers. The 
Democrats made desperate efforts to win him over, but to no 
avail. He never sought office. He abhorred chronic office- 
holders and seekers after political pap. He supported Clay in 
'44, and took the stump in his behalf. Smith stood over six 
feet high, was straight as an arrow, and when he spoke in pub- 
lic thousands flocked to see him. While addressing a meeting 
of Whigs in front of the old Mechanics' Bell, a procession of 
coon-hunters, friends of Polk and Dallas, passed by. Such was 
his popularity and his reputation for sincerity that the . coon- 
hunters halted and cheered the speaker, and he in turn cheered 
his opponents. This incident caused much talk at the time. 
In a speech thirty years after, he referred to it thus : 

*' Tblrty years ago, I stood in front of this old Mechanics' Bell when 
the coon-hunters, the friends of Polk and Dallas, passed along. I dif- 
fered with tbem, but admired them for their principles, and because 
every man of them worked for a living." 
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His next appearance was in the ranks of the land reformers. 
He entered them with heart and soul. He never did anything 
by halves. The employer of a large number of men, he treated 
them with the greatest eonrtesy and consideration. He was a 
practical man. His popularity was a source of envy to schem- 
ing politicians and designing men. He was vilified and traduced, 
as other worthy men and agitators have been, but he never 
faltered in his purpose. *' Never mind/' said he ; ''be sober, 
industrious, and saving, and you must win. Be truthful and 
sincere, and we will live to see the day when every workingman 
in the shipyards, foundries, and workshops of Manhattan 
Island will be his own landlord. This accomplished, I will die 
content, believing I have aided in some manner to help those 
who, like myself, were born free and equal." 

But his grand scheme failed. After sacrificing time and for- 
tune to benefit his fellows, he experienced reverses. In the 
disastrous panic of 1857 he lost his entire fortune, and was 
compelled to return to his workshop an old man to begin again 
the battle of life. 

At one time he might have had almost any honor he desired. 
But he never sought office. The welfare of the workingman was 
the hobby of his life. In this he never wavered. In storm and 
in sunshine, he was ever at his post. After battling with pov- 
erty for years, when worn out by care and anxiety, he died in 
Belle vue Hospital, in April, 1876, in the 75th year of his age. 

The "Old Girls.'' 

To close this volume without a tribute to the "old 
girls'' of Fifth Street School would be a great injus- 
tice. Fully seven thousand female scholars have 
studied within the walls of the grand old temple, and 
an honorable place must ever be accorded them in 
the history of their Alma Mater. The foregoing pages 
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of this book show that an effort has been made to as- 
certain the whereabouts of the ^' old boys," and, dif&- 
cult as the task proved to be, it wonld sink into 
insignificance when compared with the task of ascer- 
taining the whereabouts of the " old girls ; " for, whUe 
the " old boys ^ retain and are distinguished by the 
names they bore in boyhood, it is safe to say that none 
of the " old girls " retain the names by which they 
were known in school-days. They were not the kind of 
girls that men treat indifferently. Their beauty al- 
lured, their good sense charmed, and their character 
captivated. Doubtless many of them married the 
" old boys,'^ who have always proved themselves in- 
vincible rivals, and worthy of having appUed to them 
the famous line, 

" None but the brave deserve the fair.'' 

And where were there ever braver or nobler lads 
than those who came from the ship-yard district, 
who, when danger threatened the republic, followed 
Old Zach. from Palo Alto to Monterey, and Scott from 
Vera Cruz to Chapultepec, and planted the standard 
of the free over the halls of the Montezumas; who 
followed Stevenson to California, and opened the 
golden gate to the men from the States, and helped 
Fremont find a pathway over the mountains; and 
who, through four years of hardship and privation, 
pressed forward, loyal to their country's flag, and 
helped to crush slavery out of existence, and to bring 
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together the sandered seetionB of oar native laod into 

a strong and abiding union. All honor to the "old 

io the " old girls," and all hontw to 
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THE WARRIORS OF FIFTH STREET SCHOOL. 

In the 1st Regiment of New- York Volunteers were 
Captain James H. Brennen and his son Charles. 
James H. Brennen had been elected by the people a 
school officer, and he and his son served their country 
faithfully. John H. Brennen, another son, enlisted 
at the age of twelve years as a drummer, but, owing 
to his extreme youth, was not permitted to accompany 
his father and brother. Michael Coakley, also, be- 
longed to this regiment. . A cowardly captain, one 
day, while Coakley was lying in his tent, deliberately 
shot him. This act caused the captain to be chased 
out of the camp. Coakley afterward died a prisoner 
of war in Salisbury. Michael Coakley was a brother 
of Arthur, who served in the navy under Admiral 
Paulding, and who entered Fifth Street School as a 
pupil in 1845, at the age of eleven years. He died in 
New-York City in 1860. In the 2d Regiment N. Y. 
S. M.— 82d N. Y. S. V.— were Michael E. Urell 
and Wm. B. McGuire. Urell is now in Washington, 
and McGuire became a physician, and died in New- 
York in 1883. In the 5th Regiment, Duryea's Zou- 
aves, were George Newcomb and Frederic Westlake, 
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Newcomb survived, and Westlake was killed at the 
battle of Gaines's Mill. In the 6th Regiment were 
Wm. H. Campbell and Joseph Randall. Both served^ 
and were honorably discharged, and Randall died a 
few months after his return. In the 7th Regi- 
ment, N. T. S. M., when that gallant organization 
marched to the rescue of the national capital in 1861, 
were Wm. and John McLane, and Elias P. Wisner, 
and other pupils. In the 8th Regiment, N. Y. 
S. M., Albert Carver. In the 9th Regiment, N. Y* 
S. M.— 83d N. Y. S. V.— were Henry Rogers, Ches- 
ter H. Southworth, Charles H. Clark, Edward King» 
Benjamin F. Bowne. Rogers fell at Antietam, South- 
worth was taken prisoner, but on his release joined 
the 119th Regiment, and rose to be major. He was 
elected an alderman in New- York city in 1883, where 
he now resides. In the 9th Regiment, New- York 
Volunteers, better known as Hawkins' Zouaves, were 
John K. and Henry C. Perley, Webster Myers, John 
P. Huber, Wm. Bowers, and several others of the 
" old boys.'' Bowers died several years ago. In the 
11th Regiment, or First Fire Zouaves, were Augustus 
Spence, Frank Clark, George Buckmaster, James 
Hurley, and others. Hurley was killed at Manassas, 
in 1861, and Clark died in New- York city in 1883. 
John Beattie belonged to the Twelfth N. Y. S. M. 
in the war -, was a gallant soldier. He is now a cele- 
brated painter in New- York city. Wm. Brown died 
in the service. In the 12th Regiment, N. Y. S. M. 
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was Archibald Watts, who was taken prisoner at 
Harper's Ferry. He survived, and was elected a mem- 
ber of Assembly from New- York city in 1875. Cap- 
tain John Young (1857) belonged to the 14th Regi- 
ment of Brooklyn. He died from wounds received 
at the battle of CentrevUle. Geo. Blake belonged to 
the 25th N. Y. Volunteers ; he died in 1867. Joseph 
Mansfield enlisted in the 25th Regiment, in April, 
1861 ; discharged May 1st, 1863 ; reenlisted, and served 
until 1865. He died' June 23d, 1879, from disease 
contracted in line of duty. Ephraim Arnold belonged 
to the 36th Regiment N. Y. Volunteers, and was hon- 
orably discharged. He lives in New- York city, oppos- 
ite his old school-house. Albert Carver belonged to 
the 37th N. Y. S. M. j he was accidently killed in 
Brooklyn a few years ago. Robert Hughes belonged 
to a Pennsylvania regiment, and served through the 
war. He resides in New- York city. Charles Pavie 
belonged to a New- York regbnent, was a prisoner in 
Libby prison, but survived ; he died in Albany a few 
years ago. John Knowles (1844) served faithfully in 
the war; he lives in Brooklyn. Henry Hull and 
Warren Robbins belonged to the 42d, or Tammany 
Regiment. Both were Idlled in action. Wm. A. 
Lynch became colonel of the 42d, and commanded 
the regiment at the close of the war. John McKee- 
gan was in the 47th Regiment. 

Wm. H. Lake was in Company F, 48th Regiment. 
He is now a policeman in the corporation counsel's 
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office. New- York city. His brother, John B. Lake, 
belonged to Company E, 51st Regiment, and was killed 
at the battle of the Wilderness. He belonged to 
McCoy's class in school, as did John Matthews, who 
died a prisoner in Anderson ville, S. C. Joseph Young 
(1858) was killed at Fredericksburg. Wm. Barnes be- 
longed to the 62d Regiment, Anderson Zouaves, and 
served faithfully to the end. He resides in New- York. 
Eugene Imlay belonged to a New- York regiment, and 
died a prisoner of war in Andersonville. Charles 
Carr was killed in action. Alfred St. John, a pupil in 
1846, enlisted in an Illinois regiment, and was killed in 
one of the battles in the West, under Grant. Bartholo- 
mew Looney belonged to a New Jersey regiment ; 
he died in Libby Prison. George Higbie (1857), one 
of McCoy's boys, died in Orange, N. J., from wonnds 
received in battle. Henry W. Donahue, Cyrus H. 
Carver, James M. Donahue, Joseph A. Lyons, 
Henry Pearson, Prank Hasson, and Bernard McCabe 
served in the 84th Regiment, N. Y. S. M. ; all sur- 
vived. James and Henry Donahue, and Lyons are 
deceased ; and Carver was kUled by falling from the 
Palisades at Port Lee, N. J., in 1867, and was horri- 
bly mangled. Joseph A. Lyons was elected to the 
New- York State Legislature for three terms. 

Terence O'MaUey was in the 63d Regiment. He 
was kUled in action. In T. P. Meagher's company of 
the 69th Re^ment, N. Y. S. M., at Bull Run, in 1861, 
were James Marlow, Patrick and Bernard Brady, 
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Daniel Davis, John Casey, James Doyle, and Frank 
Murphy. Patrick Brady was killed, Bernard Brady 
reenlisted, and was also killed; and Marlow died 
in 1876. James J. Sullivan belonged to this regi- 
ment. He died in 1886. Harry Blake, same regi- 
ment, died in 1886. In the 71st Regiment, N. T. S. M., 
was Clement Watts, who survived, and wa« after- 
ward elected to the Common Council in this city. He 
died a few years ago. Harvey M. Weed served in this 
regiment, and was honorably discharged. He resides 
in Brooklyn; and John Weed, who was killed at 
G-ettysburg, in the 2d Fire Zouaves, wa« a brother 
of Harvey M. Weed. In the 73d Regiment, 2d Fire 
Zouaves, were John Male, Daniel Crowley, and James 
Ovens: aU survived. Frederic Begelsen belonged 
to the 77th Regiment. He died in 1884. Joseph 
BeUly belonged to the Metropolitan Brigade. He 
died in the service. Wm. H. Armstrong (1855) 
was a sergeant in the New- York Mounted Rifles, 
and served gallantly. He has achieved much celeb- 
rity as a painter. He was a whole-souled patriot — 
one of the most gallant men who ever wore the blue. 
He is a painter, in Vesey street. New- York city. 
In the 99th Regiment were James Casey and Michael 
B. Doyle. Both are living. John C. Church belonged 
to the lQ2d N. Y. Volunteers ; he died January 1st, 
1887. John Thompson also belonged to this regi- 
ment ; he died in 1880. Chester H. Southworth was 
major of the 119th Regiment. John Jones belonged 
8 
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to the 1st N. Y. Artillery; he died from exposure on 
the battle-field. Michael CoaMey of the 164th Regi- 
ment died in the prison-pen at Salisbury. John B. 
Donnelly was a lieutenant-colonel in the Corcoran 
Legion, and was kiUed at the battle of Beams's Sta- 
tion. His son Clarence was a pupil in the schooL 
Bernard Brady of the 170th Regiment was killed in 
battle. Thomas J. Casey belonged to Company A, 
69th Regiment, of the Corcoran Legion ; he lost his 
arm, at the battle of Cold Harbor, June 3, 1864. 
He resides in Brooklyn. Andrew Brennan belonged 
to a New Hampshire regiment, and served through 
the war. He died in New- York city, in 1872. James 
Hanly belonged to Company I, 69th Regiment, N. Y. 
Volunteers. He died a few years ago. Frank W. 
Thompson was a lieutenant in the 1st Regiment, 
N. Y. Volunteers, and served until the regiment^s 
terms expired ; reenlisted in the 5th U. S. Cavalry, 
serving until 1868 ; died from disease contracted in 
the service, February, 1887. Jacob BerdeU enlisted 
in Company B, 6th Regiment, N. Y. Volunteers. 
Discharged, 1863 ; died, 1885. Captain Keams W. 
Watson belonged to Company B, 69th Regiment, 
N. Y. Volunteers, and served until the end of the 
war. He died of consumption, in New- York city, 
October 29th, 1877. James Doyle served in the 1st 
Regiment, N. Y. Mounted Rifles, until the end of the 
war. He was in Meagher's company of the 69th at 
the first BuU Run battle. Austin A. Carr, a pupH 
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in Van VlecFs time, served gallantly. He was for 
a long period in the rebel prisons, bnt survived. He 
resides in Elmira, N. T. 

Joseph Davey, Charles H. Peck, George Fanner, 
Jonas Cheshire, John J. Mills, old papils of the 
school^ served their country faithfully in the war, 
and are aU residing in Brooklyn. Thomas Warren, 
Oscar Husted, and Joseph Eustace, old pupils, were 
heroes of the war. Husted and Eustace are dead. 
John C. Limbeck, an old school officer, was a brave 
soldier in the war, as was Moulton Emery, an old 
teacher. John Matthews, a pupil of McCoy's class in 
1850, died in Andersonville prison. Edward W. 
King, a pupil from 1838 to 1840, belonged to Com- 
pany E, 9th Regiment, N. Y. S. M. Served two 
years, and was discharged for disability. He died in 
New-York city, in February, 1864. His brother, Wm. 
H. King, now with Mallory, Wheeler & Company, in 
New Haven, was also a pupil in the school from 1838 
to 1840. Andrew Storms and Moses Leroy belonged 
to New- York regiments. Leroy survived. Storms's 
father was a school officer for many years. Thomas 
Tillou, a pupil from 1844 to 1852, entered the service 
as lieutenant of Company A, Ist New Jersey Vol- 
unteers, and served gallantly to the end. He was 
one of the noblest of the young volunteers who an- 
swered Lincoln's first call to save the Union. He is 
now a prominent citizen of Elizabeth, N. J., where 
his brother, Edward L. Tillou, of the First National

Bank, and an old pupil of Fifth Street School, also 
resides. Old Fifth Street School might well be proad 
of these two devoted brothers. There was not a 
braver or manlier soldier on either side of the late 
straggle than Lieutenant Tom TUlou, of the gallant 
1st New Jersey. Thomas B. Willson, a pupil in 
McCoy's class in 1858, served in the 12th New- York 
Cavalry and the 109th U. S. Infantry ; survived, and 
returned to New- York, and has been for many years 
past a member of the editorial staff of the New- York 
World. A truer soldier or more perfect gentleman 
never lived. Dr. Archibald Mudie (1845) served as a 
surgeon; he died several years ago. Henry Williams 
(1858) was an officer in the Imperial army in China, 
under General Ward, and died there. He was a 
brother of Police Captain Alex. S. WiOiams of this 
city, and of Wm. H. Williams, a prominent merchant 
of Long Island City. Edward Brooks (1859) belonged 
to the 145th N. Y. Volunteers. He was desperately 
wounded at the battle of ChancellorsviUe, and left for 
dead on the field, where he remained three days. He 
suffered the amputation of a leg, and survived; is a 
post-office superintendent in Greenpoint, Brooklyn, 
E. D., at present. 

The Blue and Gray. 

Among the pupils who entered the New- York Free 
Academy from Fifth Street School, in 1858, were 
Joseph Hirsch and Thomas E. Willson. Both had 
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been schoolmates for several years^ and a brotherly 
affection existed between them. Both remained bnt 
a short time in college, and became separated. 

One day, early in 1861, Joseph Hirsch came back 
to his old school to bid adieu to Mr. McCoy, his old 
teacher. Hirsch's father was a merchant in New 
Orleans, and had summoned his son thither. The 
meeting of the teacher and his late pupil was an af- 
fecting one, and tears stood in the eyes of both as 
they parted at the school door. McCoy returned to 
his class-room, and the doors of old Fifth Street 
School closed behind Joseph Hirsch forever. Under 
what circumstances he and Willson met afterward 
may be gleaned from the following letter, written by 
Willson to a former schoolmate : 

New-York, January 2, 1886. 
Mt Dear Moynihan: 

One chill November day, in 1864, it was my lot to be in com- 
mand of the pickets of my corps, in front of Fort Harrison, on 
the James Biver. Fort Bumham we called it when it was re- 
ehristened after r*aptnre and turned inside out; but I never 
knew it to be called by the new name, except in official docu- 
ments. The exchange post was a blasted pine, midway between 
the two lines, and about seventy-five feet from the pickets on 
either side, who walked up and down, unconcernedly, within easy 
conversing distance of one another. About 11 A. M. three 
Confederate officers walked out to the tree and struck the gong 
fastened on it. I was at that time standing beside a sentry. 
The officer of the day was returning to the camp, and had halted 
at the outpost. He turned his horse and followed me, but at 
some little distance behind. 
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The Confederate officers, stiff as ramrods, returned my salute, 
when the elder one, the rebel offieer of the day apparently, took 
a step forward and held out his hand inyoluntarily. It was my 
cousin. By the time our greetings were over and he had ex- 
plained the nature of his business, — which was to pass a lady 
and two children thro ogh our lines, — the Union officer of the 
day came up. While my cousin and he were talking, one of 
the other officers remarked to me, in an easy way: ''I think, 
Mary, that your memory is much shorter than it used to be in 
the old days at No. 15." I stared. In the young man before 
me, his face covered with a short, light beard, I could not rec- 
ognize a feature. He raised his hat, and the crop of light, 
tight curls I knew in a moment. It was Joe Hirsch, of the class 
of '58, my chum in school and in the Free Academy. He had 
enlisted in a Louisiana regiment, been appointed on Pember- 
ton's staff, and then transferred to a Virginia battalion. Our 
time for talk was short; but I said I was on for all night, and 
at 10 o'clock I would be at a certain tree. Our pickets were 
mounted at 6 P. M.; theirs at 6 a. m., if I remember cor- 
rectly; and he was in command directly in front of my right 
division, having about twenty, while I had about forty. In spite 
of the strict orders about communicating with the enemy, both 
of us met at the tree. War, enemy, and everything else was 
forgotten in our talk about McCoy, Mr. Beers, Oakley, Keresey, 
Moynihan, Disbecker, EUinger, Fox, Harding, and the other 
old boys, when the sharp challenge of the picket to the grand 
rounds cut it off with a snap, and I had to get back. 

Poor Joe ! I tried to get news of him many times after ; but 
never succeeded. My cousin was killed at Five Forks, and I 
fear that Joe was with him and shared the same fate. 

So far as I can learn, Joe was the only one of McCoy's boys 
of my time, '55 to '58, who ever wore the gray ; but none of 
us all was better loved or honored than the ' 'Ancient of days," 
as McCoy once called him, absent-mindedly, when Disbecker 
made a complaint concerning a reader Joe had taken from him. 
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His hair was indeed mystie, wonderful, like '^ fine wool," and 
no one who ever saw it once ever forgot it. But it was not so 
fine as his keen sense of honor. ** He went with his State/' as I 
did with mine.

The Navy. 

T. Jeff. Stevens, a pupil of McCoy's class, entered 
the navy as captain's clerk, and rose to be signal- 
officer, under Farragut, in the South- Atlantic squad- 
ron; was afterward captain in the 23d Regiment, 
N. T. S. M. ; resides in Brooklyn, and has been for 
many years attached to the Market Bank in New- 
York city. Wright Culver and Thomas Hart served 
in the navy. Both died within a few years past. 
James Campbell belonged to the Marine Corps. 
James E. Thorn was a seaman. Arthur Thompson 
served in the navy. He was killed at the trial of a 
water-tower by the N. T. Fire Department on the 
Battery, N. T., 1882. Charles R. Parks, a pupil in 
Van Vleck's time, commanded a flotilla on the Poto- 
mac. Arthur Coakley (1845) belonged to U. S. 
steamer Wdbashy under Admiral Paulding, and was 
present at the capture of General Walker in Nica- 
ragua. Coakley died, inthis city, in 1860. AbramBou- 
ton, an engineer, was killed by an explosion on a 
monitor, in New- York, in 1863. Elisha Harsen, was 
engineer under Farragut. He was killed by an 
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ezploeion on a monitor in Mobile Bay, and his body 
lies at the bottom of the Mississippi. He was known 
in school-days as Curly Harsen. Samuel H. Magee, 
Wm. McKay, Philip Mars, Wm. O^Meara, Edward 
and Gteorge Magee and George Young served gallantly 
in the navy. Mars and CKMeara are now in the Rus- 
sian service, and Samuel Magee is chief engineer of 
the U. S. steamer Chandler. James Sheldon, Rob- 
ert Sheldon, James Campbell, and Charles Perkins 
belonged to Stevenson's California Expedition in 
1848. James Sheldon was drowned in San Francisco. 
Robert Sheldon was killed in Nicaragua, and Camp- 
bell was shot dead in the BeUa Union saloon, in San 
Francisco, being a gold-miner at the time. 

Among the gallant officers of the Union army, none 
was braver than Major Wm. C. CarroU, of the 13th 
Illinois Cavalry. Major Carroll was a pupil in old 
Fifth Street School in Mr. Van Vleck's time, and a 
bright, intelligent lad. His career after leaving school 
has been an eventful one, as the following letter, 
which appeared in the Baltimore American of Feb- 
ruary 7, 1887, explains. It is a noble defense of his 
beloved chief. General U. S. Grant. The main por- 
tion of the letter is here given : 
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AN INTEBESTINa AND VALUABLE LETTER FROM 
MAJOR WILLIAM C. CARROLL — GRANT'S HABITS 
AT CAIRO— THE PULL STORY OF THE LUCAS 
BEND TRUCE AFFAIR. 

The Cabrolltok, 
Baltimore, February 4. 

Editor Amsricak : Although I hare seen extracts from and 
comments in various papers upon General Boynton's letter to 
the New-Tork Sun on the subject of ** General Grant's Liquor- 
drinkingy" not until to-day have I been successful in obtaining 
the text of that letter. I am unable to conceive what motives 
eould actuate Geoeral Boynton in unearthing the few unsightly 
features that lie hidden under the glorious career of General 
Granty unless he desires to pose as the champion iconoclast of 
the war's history. Recently, and immediately preceding the 
death of my beloved chief, Greneral Logan, he published in his 
Cincinnati paper what purported to be a f ac-simile of a letter 
from General Grant, containing severe strictures and reflections 
upon the character and integrity of the man who had demon- 
strated more effectually than any other then living a friendship 
and fidelity to the great commander. The genuineness of that 
letter is still in dispute, and its authenticity is unproven. Now 
he drags forth, to substantiate the charge of General Grant's 
intemperance in the use of liquor, a private letter from General 
John A. Rawlins, the genuineness of which can scarcely be 
brought into question, but which probably never was, nor 
ever should have been, a part of the archives of the late war, 
and for the exposition of which, now that both the parties di- 
rectly interested are dead, no good reason is discernible. So 
adroitly and skillfully has General Boynton worded his com- 
ments in laudation of Grant's conquest over his one weakness 
and himself, and so admirably does he bring forth the long-neg- 
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lected greatness of one of the most admirable characters of 
the whole concourse of heroes produced by the events of the 
war, in the person of General Bawlins, that small room for at- 
tack or refutation is left to the friends of the two great person- 
ages Inyolved ; but instead, only regret and chagrin that any 
pretended friend of either should parade to the gaze of a de- 
parting and incoming generation an even conquered weakness 
of the greatest chieftain of the age, whose whole life and 
career, ¥rithout an obtruded flaw, has already been set for the 
emulation of the present rising and future generations. 

As intimated, Greneral Boynton has, no doubt, in this in- 
stance, unveiled some corroborative testimony of Grant's ad- 
diction to intoxicants, at certain periods of the war, which, 
in the face of the Bawlins letter, would be idle to offer a flat 
denial to; but General Boynton, enlarging upon the special 
occasions of Grant's lapses from sobriety, that the Bawlins let- 
ter offers a warrant for bringing his elastic imagination into 
play, and like Halstead and other unfriendly writers, whose 
information is drawn chiefly from rumor or second-hand, 
rounds out the story ¥rith exaggerations, unsupported asser- 
tions substituted for facts, and glaring misstatements. 

It is these exaggerations, these plausible errors, that have 
been iu jected into this renewed controversy, which now draws 
me out of a seclusion of more than twenty years, to state not 
what I have heard, but what, from personal observation, I know 
of General Grant's indulgences in the use of liquor, and the 
other matters in connection therewith as presented in General 
Boynton's letter. 

THOSE COMPETENT TO SPEAK. 

As far as I am able to ascertain, of all that vast throng, com- 
patriots, friends, and intimates that started out with, sur- 
rounded, and became intimately associated with General Grant 
in the autumn of 1861, there now remain, besides myself. 
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but three others who, in my opinion, are competent to speak 
advisedly on the subject in point, viz., General Jno. E. Smith, 
U. 8. A., retired, who commanded the Lead Mine Regiment 
from Ghilena, 45th Illinois, and now living in Chicago ; Sur- 
geon J. B. Kitto, of the same regiment, afterward medical 
director Army of the Tennessee, who had already spoken, and 
Colonel A. H. Markham, of Washington, formerly superintend- 
ent of mails, Army of the Tennessee. 

My own acquaintance and subsequent intimacy with General 
Grant commenced almost immediately after his arrival at Cairo 
as a brigadier-general to assume command, where I was en- 
gaged as correspondent of the Louisville JaumaU I attribute 
my precedence thus early in the friendship of General Grant 
over other representatives of the press there located, to the 
fact that he was an ardent admirer of my employer, George D. 
Prentice, as well as the sentiments which he enunciated in his 
paper, and which he indorsed by voting for its presidential 
candidates. Bell and Everett, as he himself told me, not casting 
his only vote for James Buchanan, as General Boynton asserts. 

Mr. Prentice's son Clarence having joined the Confederate 
army, and supposed to be stationed at Columbus, Ky., or Mem- 
phis, Tenn., in his paternal anxiety and solicitude for his 
safety, the loyal old poet-editor, in his private correspondence 
with me, transmitted letters addressed to his son from time to 
time, requesting the humane offices of General Grant in hav- 
ing them transmitted to the Confederate lines by flags of truce 
as they occurred, which General Grant cheerfully did as the 
opportunity presented. 

Thus began a friendship between Grant and myself, shared 
by his entire staff, which enhanced and endured to the end of 
his life, the cordiality of which may be inferred from the tone 
of the following autograph letter, written in reply to an appli- 
cation to be allowed to accompany the expeditionary reconnois- 
sance in force in the rear of Columbus prior to the movement 
up the Cumberland and Tennessee rivers : 
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Gaibo, January 9, 1862. 
WnxiAx G. Carroll. 

Dear Sir : In reply to your note of this • eyening, I am 
pleased to state that I shall be glad to have your company on 
the expedition now about fitting out. 

As you will be in the mess with myself and staff, it will not 
be necessary for you to make any preparations looking to the 
inner man. 

Call and see me in the morning. 

Yours truly, 

U. 8. Grant. 

grant's habits at CAIRO. 

Grant's headquarters were located in the second story of a 
brick building — over Sofford's Bank^ on the main street — 
facing the Ohio riyer, and, although he and his staff lodged in 
other parts of the building, all, except Kawlins, took their meals 
at the St. Charles Hotel, a few squares west, on the same 
street. The main interest of the conflict in the West was 
centered at Cairo, where the bulk of the Western troops were 
being mobilized — prior to the battle of Belmont — with a view 
to opening up the Mississippi and other Western waterways, 
then blockaded, south of Cairo. The effect of this was to draw 
thither, to the chief Western seat of the war, men of national and 
local note interested in the prospect and progress of the con- 
flict just opening ; others, actuated by curiosity, and others by 
trade, with troops of friends of the combatants, officers and 
men, and the great steamboat and river interests then also 
centered there. The preponderance of this throng was of the 
Western type, lavish in the practice of their free-and-easy con- 
vivial habits. ^'They all drank," so to speak; but order and 
decorum were better preserved by the military authorities than 
at any similar large rendezvous. By this concourse of visitors 
Grant was sought out by all who knew him, or wished to meet 
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him, who could gain access to his headquarters, and that was 
no yery difficult matter. 

When some old army comrade, with a new command and 
advanced rank, came along or reported to Grant, they congratu- 
lated, proposed, and took a drink, and said ''How!" talked 
army, and parted. At the hotel, at dinners, some party of offi- 
cers would open a bottle of wine and send glasses to General 
Grant's table. The compliment would be recognized by raising 
glasses. Sometimes Grant's glass would be emptied, and at 
other times— yery frequently, for I took occasion to notice 
this, as I sat at a table near his, where I could see him — the 
wine would remain untouched. 

THE AFFAIR IK LUCAS'S BEKD. 

During every hour of the day, and often far into the night, I 
had occasion to be present at Grant's headquarters, and fre- 
quently sx^nt whole evenings dining and supping with him, 
until the headquarters were broken -up at Cairo, upon the 
movement up the Tennessee, and never during these more than 
five months did I see, or hear from others, anything which 
bordered upon imprudence in drinking on his part. 

Of the flag of truce affair in Lucas's Bend, on the Mississippi, 
about midway between Cairo and Columbus, which General 
Boynton magnifies into a ''royal drunk," and in which — 
though he avoids saying so — he implies that General Grant 
was the leading reveler, I have this to say : It was my good 
fortune to have been one of that party, and I am fully prepared 
to deny the implication contained in General Boynton's hearsay 
account of what then transpired ;* and although he generously 
refrains from reciting the details, because he probably did not 
possess them, I am constrained to indulge in some of them, to 
make out my case of a general denial. This pre-arranged 
meeting under flag of truce — shortly after the battle of Bel- 
mont — to arrange for an exchange of prisoners, was the first in 
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the West in which officers high in rank on each side were par- 
ticipants, and when it became known that such a meeting 
would take place, the applications to accompany the party 
were yery numerous from all classes of persons. But it waa 
deemed advisable to extend the privilege to a limited number of 
officers and some prominent citizens only. Yet, somehow, it was- 
found, on the eve of departure, that a goodly company was on 
board the steamer — no doubt some forty persons, officers and 
civilians. My recollection is that it was about noon when the 
respective truce steamers met at the designated rendezvous and 
made fast to each other. 

As to how far General Grrant participated in the conviviality 
of the occasion, may be conveyed by the following circum- 
stances involved : As the conference between Generals Grant, 
Polk, and Pillow took place in private in the ladies^ cabin saloon 
of Polk's boat, I am unable to say whether any drinking took 
place then between them. There was nothing to lead me ta 
believe that there did, — certainly no evidence of any indulgence 
was visible on Grant, — and I only saw Polk and Pillow at a dis- 
tance. But after the conference, while engaged in conversa- 
tion, — and reviving old associations with General McCowan, 
who was a classmate at West Point, and General Cheatham, 
who had served with him in Mexico, — General Grant joined 
them in a few glasses of wine, as he had no doubt often done in 
years gone by. After a reasonable time spent in this social 
converse, the business of the truce meeting having previously 
been concluded. General Grant directed Captain Hatch to get 
his party together, have the boats unlashed, and return to Cairo. 
He then walked back to his cabin saloon in company with some 
officers. Captain Hatch, rather pleased at the pleasant aspect 
affairs had assumed, made no precipitate haste in executing 
General Grant's orders, simply remarking to the knots and 
groups of conversationalists as he passed from one boat to- 
another, ''Come, gentlemen, you must get through, as I am 
ordered to cast off the lines." A parting cup was proposed^ 
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which was indulged in at the respective bars in the forward cabin 
of each boat in tum^ and while those who had enjoyed a few 
hoars of pleasant intercourse with their national adversaries 
were engaged in cordial farewells and personal good wishes, 
the whistles of the steamers were ordered sounded, and ''all 
aboard " shouted from the lower decks of each boat ; lines cast 
off, and the steamers moved off in opposite directions amid 
adieux and waving of hands and hats from those assembled on 
the hurricane and cabin decks and along the guards of the 
receding steamers. 

Daring the return passage General Grant, in his quiet man- 
ner, entertained a few of the party with recitals of incidents 
associated with his former classmates. General McCowan and 
Comrade Cheatham at West Point and in Mexico, bat nothing 
farther of an unusual character transpired on our journey up to 
Cairo, where we arrived about 4 o'clock p. m. At the steam- 
boat landing was found General Grant's orderly with the gen- 
eral's cream-colored horse; but as the road leading to his 
headquarters was a circuitous and muddy one, he declined to 
ride, but leaving his staff-officer to look after some minor de- 
tails of the trip, accompanied by no other person than myself, 
walked to his headquarters, by the nearer board walk, and 
at once entered into conference with Captain Bawlins concern- 
ing the results of his mission — which, it may be proper to state 
here, resulted much more favorably, greater concessions in the 
matter of exchange of prisoners having been gained, than it was 
believed could be obtained from the Confederates at that time. 

I do not assume to claim that there was not a pretty liberal use 
of wines and stronger liquors indulged in by irresponsible young 
officers and others who accompanied this truce mission, nor 
that the austerities that are supposed to belong to a time of 
war were not relaxed by the conviviality which ensued, but which 
was not participated in or encouraged by the chief officers on 
either side. But of the few now living, — and nearly all the 
officers that I can remember as composing that party on our 
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side are dead, — I am here to declare that there was no visible 
dninkenness on the part of any one on onr side, no nnseemlj 
or boisterous eonduet, nor any aet that wonld be calculated to 
create scandal or bring reproach upon General Grant or any of 
the oi&cers accompanying him on that occasion. 

This declaration applies with equal force to the officers of tha 
Confederate party up to the time we separated. What trans- 
pired among them afterward, whether, when they tied up at 
the wood-yard, as it is claimed they did, they wound up with a 
royal drunk, and awaited till the evidence of the effects of 
such a carousal should become obliterated before returning to 
Columbus, and within the reach of '^ the iron of General Polk's 
strict discipline," as General Boynton characterises it, I sm 
not able to state as positiyely as General Boynton seems to be 
in his version of the affair, who gets his information far away 
in time and place, although a rumor of a wind-up such as I have 
indicated did obtain currency in Cairo afterward, but could not 
be verified, and was not generally credited. But why the Con- 
federate officers should resort to such an expedient to escape 
^* the iron of General Polk's strict discipline " when, as has 
been shown, General Polk was himself personally present, and 
chief in command and in conducting the negotiations, and 
could with the exercise of common vigilance make himself 
acquainted with what was transpiring in the other parts of the 
steamer than that occupied by himself and General Pillow, — 
the reputation of the latter for strict and unyielding discipline, 
at that time and afterward, equaling, if not exceeding, that 
attributed to Polk, — renders it conundrumical. 

When I undertook to prepare this refutation of the charges 
and insinuations embraced in General Boynton's letter against 
General Grant's habits of temperance, — I use this term 
advisedly, for although it is well known he was not a total 
abstainer, it was equally well known to those who knew him 
personally and well, that few men in the army used liquor more 
guardedly than he, — I had hoped to find time to meet these 
allegations, reflections, and assumptions in their entirety as 
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they occur up to the Vicksburg episode, which called forth the 
notes of warning from General Bawlins, as during most of that 
period, embracing the Cumberland and Tennessee river and 
Corinth campaigns, I was near enough to him to speak from 
personal knowledge of his habits ; nearer, no doubt, at that 
time, than any man now living. But I find so much detail 
essential to the case, that I deem it advisable to employ it at 
greater leisure and deliberation than is now at my command, 
or that your space in a single issue might permit, in one or 
more supplemental communications. In this instance, I trust 
I will have effectually disposed of the bugaboo General Boyn- 
ton flashes upon the credulous student of history in the matter 
of the Lucas's Bend flag of truce affair, from which day. Gen- 
eral Boynton declares in relation to Grant's alleged drinking 
propensities, a duty was laid upon General Rawlins, which he 
kept steadfastly in view, and which he faithfully and bravely 
performed until the surrender at Appomattox. From what 
transpired subsequently in relation to Rawlins's own convivial 
indulgences during the reconnoissance in force in the rear of 
Columbus, Ky. ; on the Cumberland, at Fort Bonelson ; on 
the Tennessee, at Fort Henry, during Grant's suspension from 
command, and on up to the occupation of Corinth, I think I 
will be able to show how inconsistent and ridiculous is this 
f ulmination of the prolific brain of the chronicler who does his 
trembling for the safety of the army and the cause of the Union, 
which centered the person of General Grant as its great com- 
mander, twenty-Jive years after the shuddering was in order. 
The comments which the calumnious nature of this post-mor- 
tem attempt to asperse the good name of General Grant would 
naturally inspire, I refrain from, for the present at least.

He Kept His Promise. 

SHE WAS DEAD, BUT HE POUND HER GRAVE AND DECORATED 

IT WITH FLOWERS. 

A few years ago an old soldier of the late war 
knocked at the door of 298 Seventh street. An old 
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woman, nearly four-score, let the soldier in and treated 
him kmdly. The veteran, with tears in his eyes^ 
thanked her, and promised some day to remember 
her kindness. 

In March last the old woman died, and on Sunday 
friends visited Calvary Cemetery to strew some 
flowers on her grave. When they reached the plot 
where the old woman sleeps they found the grave 
already decorated, and at its head a small American 
flag bearing this inscription : 

JOHN A. RAWLINS, POST, 80, G. A. R. 

The old soldier had kept his word. 



THE VOLUNTEER FIREMEN. 

In the ranks of that noble band of brave and un- 
selflsh heroes, the Volunteer Firemen of New- York 
City, the "old boys » of Fifth Street School held a 
prominent place. 

Thomas J. Casey, who lost an arm at Cold Harbor ; 
James Hurley, who feU at Bull Run, July, 1861 ; 
Frank Thorn, Wm. Quigg, and other gaUant spirits 
were members of Forrest Engine Company No. 3. 
Daniel Young belonged to Four Engine. Marion 
Hook and Ladder Company No. 13 had on its 
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rolls:' John H. Roberts, Frederick W. Murphy, 
John H. Hicks (Honey Hicks), Thomas Thwaites, 
John Englis, Jr., Richard Herring, Peter Tostevin, 
Thomas Warren, a war veteran; Elias P. Wisner, 
James Clark, Abram C. Hull, Andrew Hamilton, 
Alexander McCullagh, James R. Davies, Edward 
Pavie, George H. Cornell, Maurice CMeara, John 
Anderson, Jr.^ Thomas Smith, Edwin M. Gregory, 
Charles Herring, and other old pupils. Roberts, Gre- 
gory, Hicks, Hull, and Cornell were each foreman. 
Tostevin, Wisner, Clark, O'Meara, and Anderson are 
dead. • Anderson was a judge, and also a school offi- 
cer ; and Wisner's father, Hiram Wisner, was a school 
trustee. Pavie is a merchant in Newbem, N. C, and 
Hull is a superintendent of the Insurance Patrol in 
this city. Roberts was as good a fireman as ever 
carried a trumpet, and one of the founders of the 
old Fifth Street School Association, and Murphy 
was a school officer for several years in the eleventh 
ward. He lives in Brooklyn. Edward BonneU be- 
longed to Sixteen Hose; Harry H. Ferguson to 
Thirty-two Engine; Michael O'Connellto Thirty-nine 
Hose. " Abe ^ Bouton belonged to Engine Twenty- 
six. He was blown to atoms by an explosion on 
board of a monitor at the foot of East 13th street in 
this city in the early days of the war. "Scotty" 
Gunnion was foreman of Thirty-four Hose. David 
Carr was foreman of Eighteen Engine, and George 
Anderson assistant foreman. Anderson is a police 
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man in this city, and Carr died in New Jersey several 
years ago. Thomas J. Casey belonged to this com- 
pany. James H. Gibney belonged to Five Engiae of 
Morrisania. Moses G. Wanzor belonged to Thirty 
Engine of this city, and Robert I. Lomas to Nine 
Hose and Twenty-eight Engine. Benjamin A. Gicquel 
was a gallant fireman, and is now a battalion chief in 
the Metropolitan Fire Department. John McGarrigal 
was foreman of " Big Six,^ and Terence Eieman of 
Seventeen Hose. James Welch ("Jaeger") belonged 
to Thirty-one Engine. 

Attached to Hose Company No. 47 were Robert 
Herring, Charles Patten, Albert Stuckey, Jacob 
MiQer, Charles Hadley, Samuel Shapter, John 
Sperry, David Coleman, Richard Howe, Samuel 
Sherwood, John Sawyer, Geo. Bowers, John D» 
Montanyea, Andrew Deveau, James H. Place, Lewis 
B. Place, Harvey M. Weed, Daniel KeUy^ Nathaniel 
K. Thompson, Geo. Nanck, Patrick Tuite, Geo. H. 
Cornell, Geo. H. Briggs, Geo. Reeves, Geo.McCoppin, 
Daniel Welch, Charles M. Dingee, Cornelius A. Rice^ 
John H. RockweU, James W. Booth, Henry A. Conk- 
lin, John P. Conklin, Geo. Blaisdeli, Van Buren Bowne, 
Robert Welch, Charles Vermilyea, Samuel Blair, 
Wm. H. Miller, Joseph Regan, Andrew E. Pritchard, 
Wm. H. Jones, Walter and Thomas W. Bollas, Sam- 
uel Sprague, and John Quigg. Herring on one oc- 
casion was found mounting the ladder with the pipe, 
dressed in ata overcoat and boots only. Herring, 
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Miller, Eice, Kelly, and Quigg each became foreman. 
Sherwood was a passenger on the ill-fated steamship 
San Francisco when that noble vessel was lost at sea 
in 1854. It was the captain of the British ship Three 
Bells that rescued the passengers of the steamship, 
and won plaudits for himself and his crew aU over 
the civilized world. Many of our citizens remember 
well the old ballad : 

" Three bells, three bells — the good ship Three Bella — 
The captain tme and noble crew 
"Who manned the good Three Bells J' 

Sherwood is now a prominent citizen of one of our 
Western cities. Herring, J. Miller, David Coleman, 
Patrick Tuite, Geo. McCoppin, Cornelius Rice, and 
Van Buren Bowne died several years ago. Harvey 
M. Weed and Samuel Sprague fought gallantly for 
the Union, and reside in Brooklyn. Nathaniel K. 
Thompson went to Elizabeth, N. J., where he was 
elected Chief Engineer of the Fire Department and 
also sheriff. At present he resides in Trenton, N. J. 
Lewis B. Place is a prominent merchant in Atlan- 
tic City, near Norfolk, Virginia. James H. Place 
is a policeman in New- York city. Wm. H. Jones is a 
captain in the present Fire Department. George 
McCoppin served in a cavalry regiment during the 
late war, and, though nearly cut to pieces, survived, 
and returned to New- York. He died several years 
ago. Charles H. Miller and John E. Miller, former 
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pupils of Fifth Street School, were brothers of Jacob 
H. Miller. Charles H. Miller has won a national fame 
as an artist, and was chosen to represent the United 
States at the International Congress of artists at 
Munich, a few years ago. Kelly entered a monastery. 
Wm. H. MiUer is in the office of the N. Y. Daily 
News. The other old pupils of the school belonging 
to this gallant organization have, with few exceptions, 
retired from the scenes of their early exploits, and 
dwell far from their old stamping-ground. 

On the roll of "Old TurV as Live Oak Engine No. 
44 was known, were: Prank Clark, James Garry, 
Sylvester Strickland, James Burns, Benjamin C. 
Dean, Morris W. Roberts, Henry B. Vitty, Edward 
Brennan, Arthur Henriette, William Vandervoort, 
Thomas Smith, James Hosey, Wm. H. Young. Geo. 
Wade, Robert Hager, John Cooper, John O'Neil, 
John Murdock, John Gardner, Larry Welch, John 
H. Houghkirk, John MiUer, Peter Maloney, John H. 
Baxter, John Green, Patrick Smith, Wm. J. O'Neill, 
James M. Plynn, Lewis Jones, John Webb, Charles 
Wakefield, Geo. Crawford, James Brush, Charles 
BeU, Nelson Samson, Isaac Samson, Wm. P. Bren- 
nan, David Baird, George Newcomb, Fred. Westlake, 
John H. Hicks, Charles Silkworth, Prank Walton, 
Robert Place, John Craig, Thomas Garry, James R. 
Steers, Denis Garrison, and other noble-hearted men. 
Clark was a veteran of two wars. He died in May, 
1885, four thousand persons attending his funeral. 
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He rests in New- York Bay Cemetery. James Garry, 
Walton, Mnrdock, John O'Neil, Houghkirk, Brush, 
and Thomas Garry died within a few years past. 
Westlake was killed in the war. Seaman Johnson, 
who was a member of old Forty-four, was elected a 
school officer of the eleventh ward, and made an ex- 
cellent official. Charles Perley, Jr., and Edward M. 
Perley, members of old Forty-four, were also elected 
school officers — the former a trustee and commis- 
sioner, and the latter an inspector. Charles Perley, Jr., 
died several years ago. Their father, Charles Perley, 
had previously been elected a school officer, and one of 
his sons, Joseph L. Perley, was assistant foreman of 
Forty-four, an assistant engineer, a councilman, and 
afterward chief of the Metropolitan Fire Depart- 
ment; and he was also a fire commissioner. John E. 
and Henry C. Perley, spoken of elsewhere, were also 
sons of Charles Perley, Sen. 

Another Forty-fourer was James R. Steers, who 
was a school officer, and afterward alderman and 
judge. Several of his sons were pupils of the school. 
Henry Steers was, like his father, a prominent ship- 
builder ; and his uncle, George Steers, was the builder 
of the yacht America, which won the Victoria Vase 
from our British cousins on their own waters. Judge 
Steers is still living, and Henry Steers is president 
of the Eleventh Ward Bank and other useful institu- 
tions. Peter Maloney was another brave fireman, 
modest and unassuming. He was always at his post. 
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Old Fifth Street School might well be proud of him. 
He is now president of the Live Oak Association^ 
comprising aU that is left of the once proud organi- 
zation Live Oak Engine Company No. 44. Denis 
Garrison was elected a school officer, and proved 
to be a good official. Nelson Samson has been 
connected with the Register's office of this city for 
many years. To this big-hearted man the author 
is under many obligations. James Garry was fore- 
man of old Forty-four. He was a man whom any 
country might be proud to number among her sons. 
He died in Brooklyn, in February, 1885. Among the 
many noble men who devoted the best years of their 
lives to the arduous duties of volunteer firemen, none 
were more sincere and none braver than he. He led 
" Old Turk '' to the very jaws of death, and asked 
none to follow where he did not lead, and his mem- 
ory will be cherished with those of the good men and 
true who cheered the young and respected the aged, 
and who never proved false to their motto, " We 
extinguish one flame and cherish another.^ 
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GLEANINGS FROM THE PRESS. 

THE ROD THAT WAS SPARED. 
From the N, Y. Sun, February 4, 1884. 

To THE Editor of the Sun — Sir : There was re- 
cently discovered among some old relics of Grammar 
School 15 an ancient rod which has been hidden from 
sight for more than a generation. It was made for 
Mr. Van Vleck, first principal of the school, in 1838, 
by Axe Handle Smith. Mr. Van Vleck was a strict 
disciplinarian, and having requested the worst boys 
of the Dry Dock to be sent to his school, secured this 
old relic, which soon made its mark as a friend of 
order. On his death, in 1850, Mr. Van Vleck be- 
queathed the rod to Mr. Beers, his successor, who 
had a high opinion of its merits. 

Mr. Beers having been absent from school one day, 
discovered on his return that his right bower had 
disappeared. It was suspected that some tramp had 
stolen it for firewood, for no information of the miss- 
ing rod could be obtained from the boys of the 
school. 

But it has turned up again, and for safe-keeping 
has been put temporarily into the hands of some 
good boys who never ran out, never were late, never 
" fired ^ a slate at the teacher, or never played 
hookey : A. V. Parker, Congressman Hardy, J. H. 
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Baxter^ ex-Police Commissioner Disbecker, Professor 
Compton, Police Captain Steers, Eph. Arnold, Michael 
Coleman of the Tax Office, John C. Klatzl, George 
Hull, Jimmy Davies of the Custom House, and A. M. 
Seabury . They wiU preserve it until the annual din- 
ner of the Old Fifth Street School Association, on the 
26th of January, and hang it in an appropriate place. 
The rod, next summer, is to be borne to the school- 
yard, opposite Aunt Betsy's shanty, and there cre- 
mated by the light of torches made of timber hooked 
fifty years ago from old Skinny Beadle's ship-yard. 
James B. Davies wiU be master of ceremonies, and 
the Hon. S. S. Cox will deliver the eulogy. A recep- 
tion by the " old girls '' of Fifth Street School wiU 
follow, and as there are several great-grandmothers 
among the latter, the occasion will doubtless be 

interesting.

James McCoy^ 
who has been pupil and principal of the school for 
fifty-two years, presided, while A. W. Moynihan, 
who graduated in 1859, acted as secretary; and Leo- 
pold Wormser, class of '56, gathered in the money. 
The youngest "old boy'' present was Charles A. 
Moser, who only graduated last year, but he paid 
his dollar like a little man. The annual dinner of the 
association will be in January. 

HE WAS GALLANT WHEN YOUNG.

The young people of to-day do not seem as social 
as when we were on the juvenile list. We often see 
them wending their way from school, boys by them- 
selves and the girls trudging along alone or in squads. 
It was a cold day when we were young when we did

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brightest and most joyous days of our life. Well, 
we only imitated the other boys who were our school- 
mates then.

A CHIP OP THE OLD BLOCK. 

To THE Editor op the Sun — Sir : In the month 
of October, 1852, a boy and girl fell overboard from 
one of the Williamsburg ferryboats. The youngsters 
were brother and sister, and were playing at the 
after-end when the accident occurred. The boat 
was in the middle of the stream, and both would 
have perished had it not been for the bravery of a 
ship-yard mechanic, named Coleman, who was return- 
ing from work. While business men and clerks and 
others stood idle, this representative of what are 
sometimes designated the " working classes ^ plunged 
in and saved the children from a watery grave. He 
seized the girl, and, holding her with his right arm, 
swam and caught the boy, and sustained both 
until assistance arrived. The girl in time became 
the wife of a Western Congressman, while the boy 
fell at Fredericksburg, a lieutenant in one of the 
New- York city regiments. Coleman was a ship-sawyer 
from the Eleventh Ward, and died shortly after the 
incident here related. 

Last Wednesday morning, January 17, Policeman 
Denis Coleman of the Eldridge street station, at a 
fire in Chrystie street at 4 a. m., made his way 
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through the smoke and saved a boy four years old, 
and aided the mother and infant to escape. The 
newspapers, without exception, speak in high terms 
of this brave officer's conduct, while those who looked 
on are tireless in praising the heroic deed. Coleman 
is a young man, and belonged to Grammar School 15. 
He is the son of the brave mechanic whom I have 
just spoken of above, and evidently a chip of the old 
block. When the " working classes," so called, pro- 
duce such men as these, is it not time to stop speak- 
ing of them as an inferior class?

COURAGEOUS PHILIP BIRMINGHAM.

Philip Birmingham, a lusty thirteen-year-old boy, 
is an excellent swimmer. He is the grandson of one 
of New- York's original ship-buUders, and his home? 
at 381 East Fourth street, is within half a square of 
where the old mechanics' bell, the last relic of the 
departed glory of the ship-building interest in the 
Eleventh Ward, hangs in its weather-beaten belfry. 
Young Birmingham takes naturally to the water, 
and most of his spare time is spent in bathing or 
fishing at the pier at East Fourth street. He is hav- 
ing a vacation now from Grammar School 15, where, 
notwithstanding his youth, he is in the highest class, 
and a winner of a large proportion of the prizes. On 
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Thnrsday he was sitting on the string-piece of the 
pier, chatting -with some of his boy acquaintances, 
vhen he heard a splash. He saw a Uttle German hoy 
straggling in the water, and he threw off his coat, 
dove from the pier, and with a few strong strokes 
was at the drowning boy's side. Pntting his left arm 
around him, young Birmingham swam to some logs 
that were chained near the pier and pnshed the hoy 
np on them. Then young Birmingham went home 
to change his clothing. He said nothing about the 
rescuing of the hoy, even to his mother. Two months 
ago, at the same pier, and under like circnmetances, 
Birmingham saved another hoy's life.

FKA14E MUKPHT. 

Passed away, on March 5, 1879, Frank Murphy, of 
the Eleventh Ward, in the forty-fourth year of his 
age. The deceased was horn in Ireland, and came to 
New- York in early childhood. He was a school-hoy 
in old Public School No. 16, now Grammar School 
No 15, and leaving here went to work in the great- 
ship-yards. On the breaking out of the war, he en- 
listed in Mef^her's company, and was at Bull Run 
beside Jimmy Marlow, Bemu-d and Patrick Brady, 
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and others who have long since passed from the 
scene. He was a good man, and those who knew 
him best will love his memory when others are for- 
gotten. He joined the Corcoran Legion, and at 
Petersburg, while bearing the Union flag aloft, he 
fell, pierced by a rebel bullet, and was left for dead 
on the field, but afterward revived only to die alone 
and friendless, without one friendly hand or loving 
heart near to cheer his last moments.

From the Greenpoint Star, February 11, 1886. 

The Old Fifth Street School Association^ many of 
the members of which reside in Greenpoint, held its 
third annual dinner on Thursday evening at Clark's, 
West Twenty-third street, near Fifth avenue, New- 
York. It proved to be the pleasantest kind of re- 
imion. Gray-haired men struck hands in the clasp 
10 
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of friendship who had not seen each other since 
childhood and the days when they attended the old 
Fifth Street School several decades ago. There were 
one hundred who sat down to discuss an elegant 
menu. They were not all bald-headed, though the 
finger of time had laid its impress on many whose 
whitened locks denoted advancing years. Each one 
of the "boys'' was presented with a sOken badge 
that had been made for the occasion by Mr. George 
W. Anderson, one of the association, and tendered 
with his compliments, and they were worn with the 
pride that would be evinced by any lad on receiving 
his first pair of red-top boots. In the company were 
observed several who had attained prominence in 
various professions, and not a few who had had 
honors heaped upon them by their fellow-citizens, and 
who wield an influence in the world of politics. There 
were also those who had served their country in the 
hour of its peril and received honorable recognition, 
while among the absent ones were three hundred or 
more brave men who laid their lives upon the 
altar of their country, and sleep the sleep of the 
brave and heroic in different portions of the 
South. 

The covers were removed at eight o'clock, and the 
boys filed into the dining-parlor and took their seats, 
while Professor Johnson's orchestra discoursed clas- 
sical music. Two hours were pleasantly occupied in 
gastronomic amusement. 
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The "feast of reason and flow of soul" then fol- 
lowed. Mr. James J. McCoy, the beloved president 
of the association, who has been vice-principal of the 
school for over thirty years, and who looks as young 
and prim as when he used the rattan on some of 
those before him, made the opening address, in which 
he expressed his pleasure in greeting so many mem- 
bers of the association, despite the inclement weather. 
It was indicative that the " boys'' were not of a fair- 
weather order. He hoped that one and all would be 
spared to enjoy many such reunions in time to come. 
Applause greeted the preceptor as he took his seat. 
The first toast of the evening was " Old School, No. 
16," which was responded to by Mr. Thomas Cum- 
mings, who was present May 7th, 1838, when the school 
was first opened. Mr. George W. Anderson, who was 
formerly known as " Barney " Anderson, was called 
upon for a song, and rendered, in his old-time vigor- 
ous style, the comic ballad entitled, " The Lone Fish 
Ball.'' Enthusiastic applause was bestowed, when 
Mr. Anderson recited the address of " Spartacus to 
the Gladiators " in an effective manner. " The Hookey 
Players of Old Fifth Street School " was the next 
toast, and the name of Counselor Abe H. Hummel 
was coupled therewith. This gentleman said that 
the first requisite of a hookey player was to be a liar, 
hence the appropriateness of selecting him as the de- 
fender of that much-abused portion of school human- 
ity. The remarks of Mr. Hummel were in a jocular 
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strain, and awakened hearty laughter. The next toast, 
" Our Deceased Schoolmates/' was drunk in silence. 
" Grammar School No. 15 '^ (the number to which 
the school has been changed) was next toasted, and 
Mr L. A. Giegerich responded. 

At this juncture Mr. A. W. Moynihan, the inde- 
fatigable secretary of the association, to whose efforts 
the formation of the association is due, read several 
letters and telegrams containing expressions of re- 
gret. The letter that created the most fun was from 
a lady residing in Greenpoint, who gave her maiden 
name, and expressed a pardonable pride in calling 
herself "one of the old girls of Fifth Street School.^ 
The letter was worthy of publication, but the secretary 
refused to allow it to pass out of his hands. Several 
of the letters were written in poetry, and recalled 
well-known names and former landmarks of the 
Eleventh Ward of New- York. Cheers were given 
when the announcement was made by Mr. Moynihan 
that fifty of the old boys of Fifth Street School, now 
residing in San Francisco, CaL, were holding a din- 
ner at the very same time. George H. Rowe sang 
" Oft in the Stilly Night,'' and on being encored gave 
imitations of the cornet. The next toast was " The 
Old School Officers of the Eleventh Ward.'' This was 
responded to by Captain George B. Bhoads, of the 
Seventh Regiment, in a felicitous vein. Dr. A. C. 
Searles stood sponsor for " Our Sister School Asso* 
ciations," and Mr. George W. Hull. (who was fore- 
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man of the Beecher jury) for '* The Old Red Jaii;^ 
Two other songs were contributed by Mr. Eowe, 
after which Mr. Samuel Greene spoke to the toast^ 
"The Old Girls of Fifth Street School." "The 
City of Brooklyn " was happily responded to by ex- 
Captain T. Jefferson Stevens, of the Twenty-third 
Regiment, N. G. S. N. Y., and Mr. John Kere- 
sey naively recited " You'd scarce expect a boy like 
me,'' a selection that he had recited in the old school- 
house while he was in his first pair of trousers. Mr. 
Anderson again obliged, and sang "Rueben Wright 
and Phebe Brown " and the " Stage-struck Scholar." 
The next toast was " The Old Fifth Street School As- 
sociation," which was ably responded to by Mr. Moyni- 
han, who, on concluding, read a poem that had been 
written for the occasion by one of the " boys." Mr. 
Rowe then rendered " When the mists have cleared 
away," and was encored. The closing address of the 
occasion was delivered by Mr. Ernest Werner, who 
discarded nonsensicaUties and "showed his cuffs " in 
expressing sentiments that awakened hearty bursts 
of appreciation from the " boys." 

It was one o'clock by this time, but nothing would 
do but the boys gathered around the piano and sang 
"Auld Lang Syne" with an earnestness that was 
never eclipsed. 

The old Fifth Street School was opened May 7, 
1838, and the association intend in 1888 to paint the 
town all the colors of the rainbow. One color, even 
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though it be red, will not be sufficient to show the 
enthusiasm of the members at that time. 

Among those present at the dinner were William 
Young, Edward Carley, Theodore A. Durand, Geoi^ 
Braid, Edward Moynihan, James E. Armstrong, John 
W. Wilson, Stephen J. Burrows, John H. Brennen, 
Fred.

RECALLING SCHOOL-DAYS. 
From the Greenpaint Star^ February 5, 1887. 

One of the pleasantest reunions ever held was that 
of the Old Fifth Street School Association on Thurs- 
day evening, at N. Clark's famous hostelry. Twenty- 
third street, near Fifth avenue. New- York. In the 
reception-room, before the dinner was served, many 
gray-haired men, and with a fair sprinkling of bald- 
headed ones, clasped the hand of friendship — many 
for the first time since they went to school together — 
and made themselves appear young again by address- 
ing each other as "boys." It was a very pleasant 
sight, and one not soon to be erased from the mem- 
ory of those privileged to be present. 
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At 7:30 nearly one hundred of the "old boys'' 
marched into the hall, to the strains of Professor 
Johnson's orchestra, and took the seats assigned 
them at the table. The covers were then removed 
and an excellent menu of eleven courses was dis- 
cussed. In the meantime the orchestra played fa- 
miliar and operatic strains, which tended to drown the 
chatter of the " old boys " aud the noise they made 
while undergoing the knif e-and-f ork exercise. 

When the dinner was over, the President, Mr. 
James J. McCoy, welcomed the guests, expressed the 
hope that all might enjoy themselves, and paid a fine 
compliment to Mr. A. W. Moynihan, the secretary 
and father of the association. Mr. Moynihan then 
took charge of the company, and entertained them 
with historical reminiscences of old Public School 
No. 16, Fifth street. New- York, which was opened 
April 27, 1838, with eighty-four scholars, thirty of 
whom are still living. On concluding, Mr. Moynihan 
was surprised to have his pre-arranged programme 
interfered with by Mr. George H. Rowe, who, on 
behalf of the association, presented him with an ele- 
gant gold badge. Reference was made to the inde- 
fatigable zeal and assiduity of Mr. Moynihan in 
forming the association, and it was for this reason 
that the members desired to tender some tangible 
token of their appreciation. The jewel, is shield- 
shaped, surmounted with a spread eagle; at the bot-; 
tom is a small raised shield, on which appears the 
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monogram, " A. W. M.'^ Mr. Moynihan accepted the 
gift with appropriate remarks. He said he had often 
pictured himself as of enough importance to be hon- 
ored by the erection of a bronze duplicate, but he never 
expected that he was to be given a badge to wear 
that would cause those who did not know him to 
think he was a policeman. He concluded by express- 
ing his heart-felt thanks for the gift. 

Miss Hattie Anderson, formerly of the Bijou Opera 
Company, daughter of Mr. Gteorge W. Anderson, 
one of the most active workers in the association, 
sang with electrical effect the song, " See How it 
Sparkles.'' Applause was liberally bestowed on the 
young lady for her artistic efforts, and, in response to 
an encore, she sang "Die Wasserfall.'' Mr. J. C. 
Hull, who attended the school on the day it opened, 
made an able sponsor to the toast of " Old School 
No. 16.'' Mr. Rowe followed with a familiar song. 
Counselor A. H. Hummel responded for " The Bad 
Boys of Old Fifth Street School" in a felicitous vein. 
Miss Anderson convulsed the old boys with a recita- 
tion, entitled " Jimmy Butler and the Owl." This 
was given in fine style, and brought down the house. 
As the young artiste was retiring from the dining- 
hall a rising vote of thanks was tendered for the 
pleasure afforded by her singing and reciting. Mr. 
George W. Anderson sang " Cakes ^ with good effect, 
and Counselor Joseph Newberger spoke for the " Old 
Girls of Fifth Street School." Mr. Rowe foUowed 
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with a comic song, after which Mr. Moynihan read 
letters and telegrams of regret from prominent men 
and old scholars, including one from his Honor 
Mayor Hewitt, of New- York. The reputation of 
" The War Heroes of the Old Fifth Street School '' 
was ably sustained by Captain T. Jefferson Stevens, 
who served as an ofl&cer with Farragut in the South 
Atlantic Squadron. Counselor Daniel B. Ames spoke 
for " The City of Brooklyn.'' The toast, " Our Hon- 
ored Dead," was proposed to be drank in silence, but 
Mr. Eowe announced the death of Mr. Robert Braid, 
of Greenpoint, and paid a high tribute to his memory. 
Mr. Ernest Werner stood sponsor for the " Old Boys 
Qf Fifth Street School,'' and his closing remarks were 
of a very complimentary character, and were applied 
to James J. McCoy. That gentleman's health was 
then toasted, after which he arose and spoke of his 
A?onnection with the school, as scholar and teacher, 
for upwards of fifty years, and how the reunion 
caused the scenes of his life to pass before him as a 
panorama. Mr. McCoy's remarks were timely and 
awakened the heartiest appreciation. 

Mr. Anderson sang " The Lone Fish Ball," and for 
an encore he gave a fine rendition of the address of 
"Spartacus to the Romans." Mr. Rowe followed 
with the stump-speech of an Arkansian Legislator^ 
Mr. Anderson favored with a comic song in Ger- 
man, after which the " old boys" gathered around the 
orchestra and sang " Auld Lang Syne " in fine style^ 
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The company then broke up, and the "old boys'' de- 
parted for their several homes. The reunion was 
•considered the most successful yet given by the asso- 
ciation, and the recollections of it will not soon be 
forgotten.

WAITING FOR BILLY BRAID. 
From the N, Y, Sun, February 5, 1887. 

William Braid, a well-known manufacturer, of 
Greenpoint, died on Thursday at his residence, 575 
Lorimer street. He was born in the Eleventh Ward 
of this city, and graduated from the old Fifth Street 
School in 1843. He was fifty-six years old. 

Mr. Braid was one of the founders of the Fifth 
Street School Association, and at the annual dinner 
on Thursday night he was expected to be present and 
respond to his usual toast, " The Old Girls.'' His 
chair was kept vacant, and numbers of the " old 
boys'' waited anxiously to welcome Billy Braid; 
but, in the height of the enjoyment, a dispatch was 
received announcing his death. 

All through the dinner his chair remained vacant, 
and many tributes to his memory were offered. In 
his youth Mr. Braid was a fire laddie, and he carried 
the signal for old Forty-four Engine at the midnight 
fires up on the island forty years ago. 
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The Association. 

The delay in the organization of the Old Fifth 
Street School Association was owing mainly to the 
refusal qf the school trustees of the Eleventh Ward 
to permit the old pupils to meet for one occasion in 
their old school to form a permanent organization^ 
The trustees had no objection to grant tiie desired 
permission, but doubted their authority to do so. 

For ten years this permission had been asked, and 
for ten years steadily refused, and though legal 
advice had been obtained, and this through a high, 
official of the Boai-d of Education, showing that the 
trustees had such power, they still declined to give 
the desired permission. 

It was suggested that the City Superintendent be 
consulted, and on September 18, 1883, a citizen ap- 
peared in the hall of the Board of Education, and in 
quest of Mr. Jasper. The place being thronged with 
parties having the same object in view, the citizen 
awaited his turn. 

Being a stranger, and a man of no influence, and 
of a timid disposition, he became an object of curios- 
ity to the parties in the office. Among those who 
stared at him was a broad-shouldered individual who 
occasionally cast a rather peculiar glance at the 
plain citizen, as if desirous to know what brought 
him there. The citizen knew the broad-shouldered 
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individual well. He was Arthur McMullen^an assist- 
ant superintendent. 

Twenty-four years previous, the plain citizen was 
a pupil in the New-York Free Academy, and Mc- 
Mullen was a tutor there. One day at recitation the 
peculiar manner of speech of McMullen caused the 
pupil to smile. The tutor questioned the pupil as to 
his reasons for smiling. The pupil replied that he 
was laughing at the tutor, whereupon the latter be- 
came indignant, and threatened to slap the pupil's 
face if the latter smiled again. The snule of good 
humor hitherto on the pupil's face was now changed 
to one of contempt, and the recitation happily ended 
without a scene. The pupil consulted the rules of 
the institution, and finding that "to smile " was no 
crime, calmly awaited the next recitation . The tutor's 
threat was never carried out. 

The citizen waited patiently to see Mr. Jasper, and 
while thus waiting his eyes fell upon a handsome man 
whose face was wreathed in smiles, and his faultless 
attire made him an object of envy even to the plain 
citizen. 

This noble specimen of American manhood was 
that astute lawyer and profound scholar, the Hon. 
Gilbert H. Crawford, School Commissioner. The 
high opinion already entertained for Mr. Crawford 
was strengthened three weeks later, when the plain 
citizen was a witness, and Counselor Crawford ref- 
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eree, in a matter having no bearing on school mat- 
ters. The referee paid a high compliment to the 
witness for his intelligence, and the latter departed 
with the firm conviction that the day was not far 
distant when the bench would be adorned by the 
presence there of the handsome and dignified 
Crawford. 

Waiting until his patience was nearly exhausted 
in an effort to gain the ear of Jasper, and being still 
an object of curiosity, if not of interest, to McMullen^ 
the citizen determined to make an effort to see the 
superintendent, or perish, if need be, in the attempt. 

After two hours' patient waiting he reached Mr. 
Jasper's desk, where the following conversation took 
place. 

Mr. Jasper : " What do you wish, sir t ^ The man- 
ner in which this question was propounded did not 
give much encouragement to the citizen, who ex- 
plained that the object of his visit was to obtain 
permission for the old boys of Fifth Street School ta 
hold a meeting in their old school-house to form an 
organization, the purpose of which was to renew old 
associations and keep aUve the memories of their 
school days, and that the school trustees of the Elev- 
enth Ward, many of whom were personal friends of 
his (the plain citizen), had no objection, and were will- 
ing to give the desired permission. There was a look 
of anger in the eye of Mr. Jasper as he retorted : " The 
school trustees have no power, sir ! '' " Who has f ^ 
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quietly interposed the citizen. " The School Com- 
missioners/' replied Jasper. " When do they meet V^ 
persisted the citizen. "In five minutes,'' sharply 
replied the superintendent, and with a look which 
the plain citizen took to be one of contempt, he rose 
from his throne and disappeared from the room, fol- 
lowed by McMullen, the exit of both being watched 
with a feeling of surprise, mingled with admiration,, 
on the part of the citizen, who, as a taxpayer of this 
great city, contributed to the handsome salaries paid 
the two ofBlcials, neither of whom was ever at any 
loss by their connection with school affairs. 

The citizen reached the School Commissioners' 
room, and gazed intently upon that august body, and 
at his leisure scrutinized the portraits of the distin- 
guished ex-Presidents of the Board hanging from 
the walls. 

The citizen had seen the House of Lords in session,, 
and also the Commons. He had visited the German 
Reichstag, and both houses of the American Congress^ 
but all these bodies sank into insignificance when 
compared to the New- York Board of Education. 

The first impulse of the citizen was to ask permis- 
sion to address the assembled commissioners in be- 
half of the former pupils of Fifth Street School,, 
but he retired from the scene without performing 
that agreeable duty. 

The citizen retired from the Board, and meeting 
Assistant Superintendent Fanning in the lobby, made. 
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a profound obeisance. Honest Jolm Fanning, of 
whom it was once said that his punctuality at the 
paymaster's ofBlce on the first day of each month 
was, aside from his other virtues, sufficient to im- 
mortalize him. 

That evening the citizen again sent a request to 
the school trustees asking permission for the old boys 
to meet in their old school-house, and informing them 
of his interview with Jasper. Then came the denoue- 
ment. The trustees in turn became indignant. It 
was a question whether the trustees were mere non- 
entities or figure-heads, as it were. In fact, it was a 
question whether the trustees were men. They 
resolved to assert their rights. 

The visit of the plain citizen to the City Superin- 
tendent revealed the fact that while he had been seek- 
ing permission for the old boys to meet in their old 
school, he had been unconsciously fighting for the 
honor and dignity of the school trustees. 

One week from the day of the interview with Jas- 
per, the old pupils of the Fifth Street School met in 
the school-house, and the dreadful censure which the 
school trustees feared for permitting the old boys 
to meet in the school was never visited upon their 
heads.
